As a rule, she tells us, ia 
acute cas* 3 interest in their own danger is 
rarely felt. 
“ Indifference, excepting- with 
regard to bodily suffering, or to some duty 
the dying man desires to perform, is the 
far more usual state. 
B ut patients who 
die of consumption very frequently die in 
a state of seraphic joy and peace; the 
countenance alm ost expresses rapture. Pa­ 
tients wLo die of cholera, peritonitis, etc., 
on the contrary, often die in a state ap­ 
proaching despair. In dysentery, diarrho », 
or fever, the patient often dies in a state 
of indifftrence.” 
Those who have care­ 
fully examined th e dead on a battle-field, 
or in the streets after an emente, are s’ruck 
w ith the fact th a t while the expression on 
the faces of those who have died by gun­ 
shot wounds is one of agony and distress, 
the dead by sword have a calm er expres­ 
sion, though tbeir wounds often seem more 
painful to the eye. 
A very careful ob­ 
server, who was through the Indian m u­ 
tiny, entirely confirms this.

Severe and D aningiug C ole. 
B u f f a l o , November 24th. — E arly this 
morning a very severe storm broke over the 
city for ttalf an hour.

ashore at the breakwater and bids fair to be­ 
come a total wreck. 'Ihe steam barge Empire 
safely arrived, having broken away ir u 
h* r 
tow—two schooners, the Groton and A. ii. 
Moss—which, it is fe-reii, are lost. 
Ttiere 
will undoubtedly be more casualties to reporr. 


B u f f a l o , November 24:h.—The pchooucr 
J . W. Duane is a total wreck. 
Loss, $30,000. 
The crews of the schooners Groton and A. H. 
M- ss were saved. 


B u f f a l o , November 21 h.—The terrible 
stoim which broke ov: r the city here lust 
eveoing confirm is to day in all i s fury. 
The 
city never had to undergo a harder battle 
with the elements. 
Several persons were iu- 
jured this tnorntrg bv falling signs. 
The 
• idewalks are covered with debris. 
The wind 
is strong enough to overturn canvas-covered 
express wrgoos. 
The velocity was sixty 
miies an hour at 8:20 this morning. 
A sleet 
snow aud rain have been falling incessantly 
since about 2 A. M. 
The harbor presents a 
gloomy appearance. 
In addition to the 1 >ss 
of the schooner Doane, the schooner A. H. 
M 'ss is almost totally wrecked, having gone 
upon the breakwater at the f lot of York 
street. 
The life-saving crew rescued all 
hands, and tugs ate working to get the vetsel 
off before she goes to pieces entirely. 
The 
schooner Groton was on the beach at Tifft 
Farm át daylirht, and life boats have gone to 
the rescu». 
The L ittle Giant, floating ele­ 
vator was capsized during the nigtit and was 
thrown upon the d ck. 
The water in the 
creek has risen four feei' The schooner 
Doane is now L eaking up. 
Sr. fir not a life 
has been lost in this port, but escapes have 
beeu miraculous. -

Golden Fruit from Golden Soil—Orange 
Cultivation In the Northern Por­ 
tion of the State—Etc. 


We have frequently had occasion to note 
the fact of the success of orange cul'ure in 
the northern section of California, and es­ 
pecially in the foothills of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains in that Bection. We have lately 
had an excellent opportunity of teeing one of 
the fullest illustrations of the adaptability of 
these foothills t) this bran li of horticulture 
which the State affords. This opportunity 
was affi ried ns upon a late visi; to the town 
of Orovil e, the cipital of the county of 
Butte. Havirg, with to re associates, a lit­ 
tle leisure in to at town, we improved it by a 
ride through the streets of the town and 
through the eurroundings. Wo had beard of 
the richness of the s il there and of the 
delightful 
climate, and 
especially of 
the 
prevalence 
of 
orange 
trees in 
the yards and gardens of the citi- 
zsns. 
We had also heard cf the excel­ 
lence of other fruit, including grape grown 
in the orchards and vineyards of this vicinity. 
We must confess, however, that the half hau 
not been told us. We had learned something 
of the susceptibilities and advantages of the 
locality by observations made on the occasion 
of a former visit we made to the place some 
ten years since, but we must confess that our 
imagination had failed to picture the possi­ 
bilities which the realities have demonstrated, 
aud which were everywhere to be seen in our 
ride through the town aud suburbs a tew days 
since. We would be glad to give names ef 
the owners and the localities of the princi­ 
pal orange groves we saw, but, having 
taken 
no notes, we 
cannot do so, 
and 
tho 
purposes 
tf 
this 
article 
do not require it. Indeed, if we were to 
name the owners of nil the gardens or 
door yards in which we saw bearing orange 
trees, we beliave wa would publish the names 
of nearly half the peimanent residents and 
hou-eh'dders in Oroville. 
The tirst grove that attracted our especial 
attention Was in a front yard, which from recol- 
tion we think was ICO feet square. The place 
was occupied with apple trees, orange trees, 
pomegranate tress, Japanese persimmons, 
cactus, lemon trees, and perhaps half a 
d z?n other kind of fruit trees and 
shrubs. Interspersed among these trees wete 
various kinds of ornamental trees aud shrubs, 
representatives of various countries and 
climas, including a large assortment of roses 
and other flowering bushes, not to mention 
a large assortment of annual and perennial 
flowering plants collected from the eastern 
and western continents and from the extreme 
of the temperate to the torrid zones. These 
trees,shrubs and plants were growing in every 
part of the yard, and were so mixed and 
mingled together as to give evidence that 
they bad been planted without any particular 
design or pian, except to occupy the 
whole place and every part of it. The planter 
had evidently not studied to produce an ef­ 
fect, and yet he had undeeignedly so planted 
and cultivated as to attract the most casual 
observer, and produce in him the most pleas­ 
ing and lasting effect. Along the street, and 
just outside the sidewalk fronting this yard, 
stood a row of stately blue gum trees from 
thirty to fifty feet high, with their profuse 
low green foliage serving as a very effective 
wind break to the great variety of hardy and 
semi-tropic trees and shrubs within. In the 
center of the yard, on the sits of an old 
house that had been torn down, there was 
being built a new cottage dwelling, about half 
completed. 
The carpenters, masons and 
plumbers were bu y at work, and the raw 
materials collected for each were lying around 
in heaps in about the s -me confusion that 
characterized the distribution of the trees and 
shrubbery. The whole picture was as unique 
as it was surprising and interesting. My 
companions and myself, having a glance of 
the yard, could not pass it without more th n 
a cursory view. We therefore tied our team, 
and without bidding, for the proprietor was 
not at home, but at his business at the rail­ 
road depot, we entered the yard, and began 
an interesting inspection. By inquiry from 
the workmen on the house we learned that 
twelve years ago the proprietor, being then, 
as now, the agent at the railroad depot, was 
presented by some shipper of that fruit wi’h 
an orange from one of his consignments. He 
divided his present with a friend. After each 
had eaten of the orange it was remarked by 
both the excellence of the fruit, and what a 
luxury it would be to be able to pluck such 
fruit from the tree in Oroville, and eat at 
will. The agent having resided in the Sand­ 
wich Islands, in a jesting way said, “ Sup­ 
pose we plant the seed and see if they will 
grow.” He picked up an empty oyster can, 
tilled it with some of the common red soil of 
the street and planted the seed in it, and sat 
it away in the office and kept it damp with 
irrigation from the water pail that stood fiy 
the side _ of it. 
In the spring he 
was surprised to res three tiny orange 
sprouts coming above the surface, all 
at the same paint. When the weather bad 
become settled and warm he took the can to 
his home, and digging a small hole in the 
ground by his door, j irred the soil and sprouts 
from the can, and placed the lump undis­ 
turbed in the hole. He watched and irri­ 
gated the little tree» till fall, when they were 
about three feet high. He then pulled up 
two of them and planted them a short dis­ 
tance frota the original location and from 
each other. This was the accidental begin­ 
ning of the most wonderful and prolific orange 
grove in the State. The largest of these 
trees, the one in the original location, stands 
there now, and is about twenty feet high, and 
has a stem or body about six inches in diame­ 
ter, and a beautiful and symmetrical head be­ 
ginning about four feet from the ground and 
rounded up like a cone. We jadge it has one 
thousand oranges npon it, which at this 
time 
are 
a 
deep 
golaen 
color, 
of good size, and having a line rind 
and a pulp of excellent texture hud flavor. 
The other two trees transplanted seem about 
a year behind the other in growth, but both 
are equally well filled with golden fruit, ap­ 
parently of the same variety and quality. 
There are from 100 to 150 orange trees in the 
yard—from the size of the largest of these 
three to halt that siza—all heavily laden with 
golden-c ylored fruit, from medium to very 
large in size ; and there are trees all the way 
down to mere spring seedlings, just set out. 
The lemon trees are fewer in cumber, but not 
less wonderful in the fruit they bear. In some 
instances the iitnba of both orange and lemon 
trees were actually lying on the ground, so 
weighted down were they with the luscious 
bright-colored fruit. Here we also saw mock 
orange trees loaded with big yellow fruit, as 
big as a large man s fist and intermixed with 
green fruit from this size down to the size of 
a small hen’s egg. In some cases both orange 
and lemon trees were completely covered and 
shaded by overhanging branches of larger 
trees, and yet these shaded trees were loaded 
and bent down with good-sized and well-ccl- 
ored fruit. At several points we suddenly 
came upon trees of the Japanese persimmon 
of different varieties, having sfcei every leaf, 
lu t holdingout on their otherwise naked arms 
the bright yellow, oink and purple fruit in a 
most tempting manner. Here and there we 
also came npon pomegranate trees filled with 
their red-cheeked fruit, and were told by one 
of the workmen that from one of these latter 
trees in years past the proprietor had real­ 
ized as high as §15 in a single season. 
We have thus given a detailed description 
of some of the fruit we found in this yard, 
and how it cams to be there. This accidental 
beginning, aud its early promise of success, 
attracted the attention of oih.-r owners of 
homes in this beautiful little foothill town, 
and as a result, as we before remarked, we 
now found orange trees in ftftl bearing in 
many of the door yards and garden», 
in some from ten to twenty, and in 
nearly all more or less, all in apparent 
perfect health and the greatest of thrift. 
Now it is unnecessary to moralize npon the 
above statement of facte. Oar readers can 
draw their own conclusions as to the adapta­ 
bility of the soil and climate of Oroville f r 
semi-tropical fruit culture. 
We believe 
neither is excelled in the State. We should, 
however, note some points which may not be 
known to all our readers, and which if 
known to them may not be thought of in this 
connection. There was originally tb msands 
of acres of land within the canon nr narrow 
valley in which Oroviile lies, as well adapted 
to the cultivation of the orange and lemon, 
and any of the more hardy fruits 
and email berries, as the lot hearing this beau­ 
tiful mixture of trees and plants from every 
part ef the earth. Much of this land has, 
however, been mined over by Chinese and 
other surface minefs, and is now covered with 
deep holes and high heaps of cobbles and 
gravel, thrown up and emptied from the 
hoppers of the primitive cradles and gold 
washers. Much has been washed out from 


fifty to one hundred feet in depth by the 
hydraulic process. The gold-hunttrs have 
been kept from the dooryaras and gardens of 
old settlers by their owners, because they 
have been held more valuable as homes thsn 
as gold mines. 
The surface of these yards 
are, however, full of geld, and hence we have 
golden fruit from golden soil. Within ten 
miles of Oroville there are now even thou­ 
sands of acres that can be bought for a mere 
nomiual sum, just as well adapted to 
this kind cf 
fruit culture 
as 
the 
spots we have described, and that hare not 
been disturbed or disfigured by the gold min­ 
ers. Much cf the land that has been thus 
mil ed over by the surface miners can be lev­ 
eled off aod the stones removed for half the 
eo-X that poor land can be obtained tor in aDy 
i f ibe southern counties of the State, and 
will b-' when thus cleared off aid leveled, 
worth slOO per acre for semi-tropic fruit and 
viue culture. There is and always will be 
plenty of water above all these lands for ir­ 
rigation, brought there by ditches made to 
supply the hydraulic mires. Water from 
these ditches has been used to irrigate most 
of the grounds in town. 
Another vtrv important fact in this con­ 
nection, to wh eb we would csl especial 
attention, is that the oranges in Oroville ripen 
from three to foar weeks earlier than the 
same varieties ripen in Los Angeles or San 
Bernardino, ard are nearer a market, and 
will briig much more than vhose ripening 
later. Atain, there are hundreds of other 
localities in the Sierra foothills, and hundreds 
of thousands of acres ef land lying unoccu­ 
pied aud belonging to the Government, 
just as favorably located and just as 
well 
adapted 
to 
this 
kind 
of 
fruit culture as the lands about Oroville, and 
many of these localities have water just as 
nandy and to be bad at as good rate3. We 
should not forget to note the fact that some 
of the finest grapes, both for the table, for 
raisins aod wine, are produced in vineyards 
within half a mile from Oroville, and, not 
withstanding this fact, gome of these vine­ 
yards have been sold to Chinese as mining 
ground, and the vines dug up and the 
ground mined over for the Bingle crop of 
gold, 
and 
the 
grape crops for an 
indefinite period thus destroyed. Toe lands 
destroyed near Oroville by hydraulic process 
are not only lost to the State and the world 
for cultivation forever, but they have con­ 
tributed to the destruction of a much larger 
area of land in the valleys for perhaps a cen­ 
tury, and perhaps for a much loDger period, 
the annual income from which would be 
worth more than the value of the gold ex­ 
tracted. 


The Warm Belt of the Foothills. 
Oa Saturday morning last we were at Oro- 
viffe, Butte county, and observed a very 
slight frost. The air was cool, but very 
pleasant and agreeable. It had none of that 
piercing, biting, chilly feeliDg about it. We 
took the train for Marysville at 7 A. M , ar­ 
riving at Marysville at 9 A. M. When we got 
out of the car we were surprieed to find the 
platform and ground covered with a heavy 
white frost, making it fairly slippery under 
foot, and the air was actually cold and disa 
greeably chilly, giving a very disagreeable 
sensation as we stepped from the car into it. 
Here was a very striking illustration of the 
difference between the climate of the foot­ 
hills and the valley directly opposite. Oro­ 
ville lies in the warm belt of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada mountains, and enjoys the most delight­ 
ful climate of that section of the State. It 
is one of those spots that.enjoys so many ad­ 
vantages for the cultivation of fine semi­ 
tropic fruits and early vegetables. This cir­ 
cumstance should and does make it very de­ 
sirable as a garden and fruit locality. 
SUCCESSFUL POULTRY-RAISING. 
In raising poultry or stock of any kind it 
should be the aim of every one to keep it 
healthy and improve it. You can do it 
very easily by adopting some systematic 
rules. These may be summed up in brief 
as follows : 
1. Construct your house good and warm, 
so as to avoid damp floors and to afford 
a flood of sunlight. 
Sunshine is better 
than medicine. 
2. Provide a dusting and scratching 
place, where you can bury wheat and corn, 
and thus induce the fowls to take needful 
exercise. 
3. Provide yourself with some good 
healthy uhickeus, none to be over three or 
four years old, giving one cock to every 
twelve bens. 
4. Give plenty of fresh air at all times 
of the year, especially in summer. 
5. Give plenty of fresh water daily, and 
never allow the fowls to go thirsty. 
6. Feed them systematically two or three 
times a day ; scatter the food so that they 
cannot eat too fast, or without proper ex­ 
ercise. Do cot feed more than they will 
eat up clean, or they will get tired of that 
kind of feed. 
7. Give them a variety of both dry and 
cooked food ; a mixture of cooked meat 
and vegetables is good for morning feed. 
8. Give soft feed in the morning, and 
the whole grain at night, except a little 
wheat or cracked corn placed in the 
scratching-places to give them exercise 
during the day. 
9. Above all things, keep the hen-house 
clean and well ventilated. 
10. Do not crowd too many in one house. 
If you do, look out for fatal diseases. 
11. Usa carbolic powder in the duBting 
bins occasionally to destroy lice. 
12. Wash your roosts and bottom of 
laying nests, and whitewash once a week 
in summer and once a month in winter. 
13. Let the old and young have as large 
a range as possib’e—the larger the better. 
14 Don’t breed too many kinds of fowls 
at the same time, unless you are going into 
the business. Four will make your hands 
full.15. Introduce new blood into the stock 
every year or so, by buying either a 
cockerel or settings of eggs from some re­ 
liable breeder. 
10. In baying birds or eggs, go to some 
reliable breeder, who has his reputation 
at stake. You may have to pay a little 
more for birds, but you can depend npon 
what you get. Culls are not cheap at any 
price. 
1/. Save the best birds for next year’s 
breeding, and send the others to market. 
In shipping fancy poultry to market send 
it dressed.—[Ex.

As 
a buccaneer, ploughing the oceans in search 
of captures and plunder, preying upon the 
commerce of the hated Spaniards, pil­ 
laging C’lonies and filling the holds of his 
ships wi h the gold and gems taken from the 
enemy, he was more vigorous, successful and 
tuthh as than any corsair of that day. With 
such a eu1 jsct, it may readily be conceived 
how a skilled writer would handle it, and de­ 
light by his method young readers, and often 
older ones. 


ABOUT STEEL. 


Wm. Metcalf, a prominent engineer, in 
connection with Professor J Langley, has 
been studying upon steel, and from a paper 
read before the Engineer’s Society of W est­ 
ern Pennsylvania*by bitn, the following 
conclusions are arrived at : 
1. That a good soft heat is safe to use if 
steel be immediately and thoroughly 
worked, for it is a fact that good steel will 
endure more pounding than iron. 
2. If steel be left long in the fire it will 
lose its steely nature and grain and partake 
of the nature of cast iron. Steel should 
never be kept hot any longer than is neces­ 
sary to the work to be done. 
3. Steel is entirely mercurial under the 
action of heat, and there must, of neces­ 
sity, be an injurious internal strain created 
whenever two or more parts of the same 
piece are subjected tc different temper­ 
atures. 
4. It follows that when steel has iieen 
subjected to heat, not absolutely umform 
over the whole mass, cartful annealing 
should be resorted to. 
5. As the change of volume, due to a 
degree of heat, increases directly and rap­ 
idly with the quantity of carbon present, 
therefore high steel is more liable to dan­ 
gerous internal strains than low steel, and 
great care should be exercised in the use of 
high steel. 
ti. Hot steel should always be put in a 
perfectly dry place of even temperature 
while cooling. A wet place in the floor 
might be sufficient to cause serious injury. 
7. Never let anyone deceive you with the 
statement that his steel possesses a peculiar 
property which enables it to be "retorted” 
after being “ burned ;” neither should you 
waste any money in nostrains for restoring 
burned steel. 
i’or “overheated” steel can 
be restored by first bringing it to a red 
heat and allowing it to cu -1 slowly. For 
“burned” steel, which is oxidized steel, 
there is only one way of restoration, and 
that is through the knobbling tire of the 
blast furnace. 
8. Be careful not to overdo the anneal­ 
ing process ; if carried too far it does great 
harm, and is oce of the commonest modes 
of destruction w'-ich the steel maker meets 
in hiB daily troubles. It is hard to induce 
the average worker in steel to believe that 
very little annealing is necessary, and that 
very little is really more efficacious than a 
great deal. 
Finally, it is obvious that as steel is gov­ 
erned by certain and invariable laws in all 
ot the changes mentioned, which laws are 
net yet as clearly defined as they should 
he, nor as they will b e; neverthe­ 
less, the fact that there are such laws 
should give ns confidence in the use 
of the material, because we may be sure of 
reaching reliable results by the proper ob­ 
servance of the laws ; therefore, there is no 
good reason why engineers should be 
afraid to use steel if they manipulate it 
intelligently. 


ODD KINKS AT THE THEATERS. 


AMATEUR WORK. 


WOOD-WOKKING AT HOME AND HINTS 
FOR AMATEURS. 


One bare-headed woman is attracting 
more notice at the theaters than all the 
other women with their line millinery. The 
English fashion of excluding bonnets from 
paiquets has never been imported, and, 
even in the boxes, except at the Grana 
Opera, it is very rare to see an uncovered 
female head. But this woman appears in 
theater audiences in full evening dress and 
with nothing at all on her hair. Her singu­ 
larity draws all eyes and causes unkind 
comments. Her example is not likely, I 
fancy, to hurt the millinery business much, 
though the banishment of obstructive 
head-gear would be hailed with delight by 
the theater goers. 
Polite deportment in 
women has been force d upon my attention 
at the theaters this week. Ti>e new play 
at the Madison Square is merely a slice out 
of good society put on the stage without 
the slightest exaggeration in any respect. 
The women in it wear beautiful clothes, 
talk in 
parlor tones, and are suc­ 
cessfully 
polite. The same is true 
of the 
current piece 
at Wallack’s, 
though there the size of the house makes 
it necessary to force the voices somewhat. 
But those who Bnppose it easier to do that 
kii.d of acting than to rant are mistaken. 
You could count up a hundred women 
among yonr acquaintance, every one of 
woom ivas habitually perfectly lady like, 
sell-possessed aud graceful in her own par­ 
lor, and ninety-nine of them would be awk­ 
ward ia merely walking across the stage, 
unless they happened not to know that 
any audience was present. As for grace­ 
fully standing still under the thousand 
stares they would fail unanimously. Speak­ 
ing of society behavior, our girls are using 
the shrug this fall with considerable effect. 
It is not the familiar French shrug, done 
with both shoulders, but is a nervous lift 
of one shoulder, accompanied by a neat 
little grimace on the corresponding side of 
the face. Miss Turner, the heroine at the 
Madison Square, employs it cleverly. As 
she wears a dress curiously open on the 
shoulders, while tight-sleeved below and 
covering her neck above, the shrug is quite 
bewitching, with its small exposure of 
smooth, white skin.—[New York Letter.

Curtain Rods and Rings—1Tables, Brackets 
and Shelves—Fancy Wocds—Soft 
Woods—Working with Glue 


Last week the Rkcord-Union, in a paper 
devoted to instructions to amateurs, gave 
outlines of information for home work in 
staining aud polishing wood surfaces. In 
one paragraph the types made us say, rela 
tive to pumicing lac varnishes on lacquered 
articles, that “ it ia a work of delicacy, and 
cannot ba done until the surface shines 
like a mirror.” It should nave read “ and 
can be done until the surface shines like a 
mirror. ” 
In this article it is the purpose to point 
out some classes of 
WORK THAT MAY BE DONE AT HOME 
By the amateur, and by which the long 
winter evenings or leisure hours may be, in 
part at least, utilized in prtparing articles 
for use and ornamentation in the home. 
Assuming the home worker to have a fair 
set of tools, and either a mounted or a 
hand, fret or jig saw, and various sizes of 
brad», escutcheon pins, etc., the next 
thing that concerns us is the woods to be 
employed. Herein the mteutiou is to give 
hints only, and suggest rather thau to 
elaborate. It is, of course, easier to work 
in suit than in hard woods, but both are 
to be employed. Soft-wood work should, 
however, be first mastered before the closer 
grains are handled. The amateur can pro­ 
cure, at stores where they are made a 
specialty, a great variety of faucy or 
ornamental woods ready dressed and requir­ 
ing only the finishing polish. These include 
curled or bird’s-eye maple, Western or red 
cedar, poplar, tvhite wood, English holly 
(the closest and fairest and richest of woods 
tor amateurs, and which should never be 
varnished or filled), walnut, mahogany, 
Spanish cedar, and some others. These 
come of one-eighth, one-quarter and three- 
eighths-inch thickness, wnile the holly can 
be had of one-sixteenth. For wcods of 
greater thickness he must apply to regular 
lumber dealers, and for bard woods, ot the 
specialists in those lines, such as deaiers in 
wagon materials, etc. All these “ fancy” 
woods may be used for the manufacture of 
LIGHT AND ORNAMENTAL ARTICLES 
And applied in inlaying, in panels on 
heavier woods, etc. W ith the fret-saw all 
these woods may be cut into designs for 
brackets, shelves, music aud book racks, 
mantel easels, etc. 
And to work them no 
special instruction is needed beyond these 
simple rules : 
1. Keep your wood in an atmosphere of 
medium temperature, and under pressure to 
prevent warping. 
2. Never attempt to drive brads, es 
cuteheon pins, ornamental tacks, etc., into 
them without carefully preparing the way 
with a brad-awl. 
3. Always work them upon a solid table 
or bench, as being very thin, there is great 
liability to split if strain is put upon tbem. 
4. Invariably secure them with glue, as 
well as with pins and brads. 
5. Always work your glue hot, and never 
put it upon a cold Burface ; let it be about 
the consistency of cteani. 
(i In gluing to the end of wood grain, 
fill the grain with glue first and thoroughly, 
and wait for absorption to cease. 
7. If a crack occurs, and yon desire still 
to use the piece, it is best to fill with glue 
aud rasp on and work in the dust of the 
same wood, dressing off when thoroughly 
dry. 
8. Be careful to let no glue fall upon the 
surface of these fine, thin woods. It is 
exceedingly difficult to efface the stain that 
results from hot glue. 
9. Use the finest white or colorless glue 
always for these tine woods. 
IF A LARCK AREA 
Is to be covered by ornamental woo4 that 
is very thin, it is best to ba.'e a base of 
coarse, stout wood beneath, to which glue 
your fancy wood. This needs to be done 
with care, but the amateur may accomplish 
it. \\ e were shown recently a beautiful 
table top that held in relief four kinds of 
ornamental wood thus secured to a pine 
base, do do this work observe these 
rules : 
1. Let there be no inequalities in the 
sarface of the base, and let the surface ab­ 
sorbent quality of the base be exhausted 
with thin coats of glue, and dressed down 
smoothly. 
. 2. But your fancy wood npon the base 
only with hut glue, laid on quickly and 
evenly and thin, in a warm atmosphere and 
only after the base has been well warmed— 
indeed, heated, for under no circumstances 
must your glue chill. 
3. llave ready stout, smooth boards,well 
warmed, to place instantly upon your top 
wood, and then bind together firmly with 
hand-screws or clamps (made for amateurs 
and procurable at hardware stores). 
4. Before glueing fit on your finish wood, 
and see that each piece goes to place neatly. 
5. Lay your glue upon the base and not 
upon the finish wood, and let the latter 
also be warm, but in warming it be careful 
not to warp it. 
OBSERVING THESE DIRECTIONS, 
The amateur should be able to lay any of 
the fancy thin woods in any desired form 
npon pine, redwood, poplar or other bases. 
He must in the outset resolve to be pa­ 
tient, and be in no baste. Glued work 
should remain in the clamps not less than 
twelve hours. 
I fat and half-round files of various de­ 
grees of fineness are useful for finishing 
edges and dressing seams where the small 
plane or other tool would carry the risk of 
damaging the work. Never dress with 
any tool over a corner from yon, as the li­ 
ability to split off is great ; but finish cor­ 
ners from the outside, drawing the tool in­ 
ward, toward the work. 
Now as to some of the things that the 
amateur may make at home. 
TABLES. 
Small card-tables, corner tables, vase- 
tables, reading or lamp stands, etc., aie 
tastily made just now, because the prevail­ 
ing style is severe, and there are no longer 
curves and difficult scrolls to accomplish. 
Four square sticks and two boards, oue 
for the top and one for the lower third sec­ 
tion (to brace the legs) is all that is needed 
for a popular corner or card-table. If 
finish is desired, moldings are to be had 
cheaply in endlesB variety, and the wood 
may be stained, ebonized or gilded, as al­ 
ready described. But good taste or the 
whim of fancy and the suggestions of 
originality will present many forms for the 
construction of tables. 
CHESS BOARDS, EASELS, 
Brackets, shelves, racks, etc., need only to 
be named as within the range of amateur 
work, while their finish and elaboration 
ia simply a question of will and applica­ 
tion. Wood mantel-tops, to be cloth-cov­ 
ered, can certainly be made at home of 
cheap, suft woods by anyone with ordinary 
ingenuity. 
For caskets, closed racks, 
shelved cases, aud articles with doors, 
greater skill is requ red, but ail these may 
be made by the amateur with greater 
or less success, and tho trimmings 
can be had of any good hardware 
furnisher, or at furniture factories. For 
very light work, hinges, clasps, catches, 
etc., sufficiently light can only be had of 
dealers in amateurs’ supplies, but of these 
there are a number in Csltfomia. 
ONE OF THE FASHIONS 
Now is a return to an old one, and that is 
the substitutionof rods and rings for cornices 
over windows. These the amateur may 
readily make. The rods vary from 2 to 2£ 
and 3 and 3J inches in diameter, and are 
round, triangular, square, octagonal and 
diamond shaped. If the round rod is de­ 
sired, the amateur must perforce apply to 
to the practical turner, or at a planiog and 
molding mill, for his rods in rongb, and ' 
a turner for the ornamental ends, 
acorns. But all the other forms may 
dressed out of lumber at tbe amateur’s 
bench. 
The diamond-shaped rod is new 
and very pretty. In all but round rods, 
the end ornaments being of sharp angles, 
may be cut by the amateur. Some amateur 


toor 
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workers have lathes, and such are inde­ 
pendent of the turner. The rods formed 
are to be stained or ebonized, and for these 
processes instructions have already been 
given. 
RINGS 
For the curtain rods are the most difficult 
parts of the work. Very largely flat metal 
rings of brass aie used, and these cost 
roandly. 
Bat the amateur may make 
wooden rings, and these are appropriate 
and in many respects handsomer and su­ 
perior to the metal. By placiogiwo thin 
pieces of wood together, the grains cross­ 
ing, and gluing them firmly, a texture is 
secured that will not easily break when the 
rings are cut out with the jig-saw. It is 
not needed that the body of the ring be 
rounded ; indeed it is most fashionable to 
leave the edges square, hence the work 
consists simply in gluing opposing grains, 
and cutting out and dressing and staining 
the circlets. Tne ring should he some­ 
what larger than the rod, to injure 
ease of movement on the rod. Wnen fin­ 
ished (or they may oe left of native color 
if of ornamenta! woob) a email staple 
should be fitted into the cuter face, to 
which the curtain-hanging is to bo. se­ 
cured. For brackets to support the rod, 
the ta6te and ingenuity of the amateur 
should be rqual. The rod may run in the 
bracket», or wholly’ betw tea them. In the 
first case, the rod must he longer; in the 
latter, the ends are fitted with heavy wire 
pinions or terminal axle:-, and these art- 
held by the brackets, in which they play 
unseen. For ail other form3 of curtain 
or portiere rods, the "rings,” if they 
may be so called when not round, 
are only a question of matching together 
and glueing firmly the nec-si-ary bits of 
wood. The “ rings” of any form should 
bear, in thickness and number, due pro­ 
portion to the diameter and length of the 
rod. An average size places their thick­ 
ness at three.eighths of an inch, ano the 
average number to a rod twelve. 
THE AMATEUR 
Should be able to accomplish with ease the 
making of frames for faucy screens for 
fireplace, table or mantel ; frames for em­ 
broidery work, clock aud statuette brack­ 
ets, Bhelves, etc. As for design», art jour­ 
nals, pattern sheets and native abtlity 
should furnish material sufficient, and im­ 
pression paper and a stylus convey to the 
wood the chosen figures. As the amateur 
acquires skill, aud love for his creations 
grows npon him, he will break away 
from severe forme and construct ar­ 
ticles 
involving 
greater 
difficulties, 
and will come to the art of match­ 
ing at various angles, and of this, 
as of inlaying, scroll-sawing in detail, etc., 
remarks must be reserved for a subsequent 
article. 
One word in conclusion : 
In 
working with the beautifully-grained woods 
named in the outset, be content with their 
native loveliness, and do not attem pt to 
stain any such, nor diefigtre them with 
heavy coats of varnish. They need but 
the lightest and faintest polish coat to 
develop their richness.

SCIENTIFIC 
NOTES. 


There has been an earlier departure than 
usual of the swallows and m artins this 
year from Paris. 
They left about the end 
of A ugust instead of October. 
P lante has increased the capacity of his 
accum ulators by producing, by the change 
of the direction of the prim ary current and 
the ceasing of its action at times, a deposit 
of lead on the electrodes. 
A special mission is to be sent to Japan 
by order of the French M inister of Agri- 
cultuie to study the cultivation of th e vine. 
In Japan toe vine grows alm ost up to the 
region of snow, and it is hoped th a t the 
Japanese plant would flourish in France. 
Professor Fresenius has undertaken the 
superintendence 
of 
the 
m anufacture 
of 
a 
new 
fatty 
m atter, 
“ adep- 
sine,” which 
is 
obtained 
from 
pet­ 
roleum. 
I t is produced as yellow and 
w hite solids, and as a transparent colorless 
oil. 
Adepsine is said to be iree from acid­ 
ity, and it is not oxidized or resinfied by 
the influence of the air. 
Commander Frene has com m unicated to 
the Academie des Sciences the results of 
his experim ents on board the Desaix on 
the boilers of th a t vessel. 
H e places zinc 
plates on the inside of the iron boilers, 
which thus becomes voltaic elem ents. Tne 
zinc is oxidized and hydrogen is liberated 
from tbe w ater, which prevents all danger 
from superheating and protects the boiler 
from the incrustation of any m atter held in 
solution by the water. 
The Photographic A7?»-* describes an in­ 
teresting experim ent in beliography, or 
signaling by sunshine, 
in Egypt. 
Col. 
K eyser ascended one of the pyram ids near 
Cairo, and setting up a heliographic m irror, 
reflected a ray of sunshine all the way to 
Alexandria, a distance of some 120 miles. 
The signals, appearing like pin-points of 
brightness, were distinctly readable on the 
coast, aud took the form of a message from 
Sir G arnet W olseley to the Khedive. 
A t th e M unich E lectrical Exhibition one 
of the curiosities was a telephone tra n s­ 
m itting music perform ed a t Ober-Ammer- 
gau, over a distance of sixty-three miles. 
A t the palace a hugh telephonic arrange­ 
m ent brought over m usic from th e English 
Cafe, so th at the whole immense audience 
could hear the pieces quite distinctly. 
B ut perhaps th e m ost significant exhibit 
was a single wire w hich conveyed electrical 
energy a distance of thirty-seven miles 
from the coal mines of M iesbach, where it 
generated. 
This augurs a future for the 
economical use of labor which may have 
far reaching results. 
Dr. Brard. of La Rochelle, has described 
before the French Association for the A d­ 
vancem ent of Science a method of generat­ 
ing electricity by combustion. 
H a uses a 
brick of carbonaceous m atter, and a brick 
of nitrate of potash or soda separated by a 
sheet of asbestos. 
Strips of brass are im­ 
bedded in these bricks to carry off the 
electricity developed. 
W hen placed in a 
furnace the carbon is oxidized and an elec­ 
tric current is generated, 
This is, we be­ 
lieve, the first successful experim ent in the 
direction ef obtaining from coal the elec­ 
trical force which it may be assumed is 
given out in th e process of combustion. 
Professor Bischoff’s system of w ater fil­ 
tration has been for some tim e before the 
public. 
The use of spongy iron has dow 
been applied on a large scale to the w ater 
obtained from tbe river N eite for th e sup­ 
ply of the city of A ntw erp. 
Dr. Frank- 
land has visited the A ntw erp w ater works 
at W aelheim, about fifteen miies above 
th at city, and reported on the results of 
his inquiry. 
Ho attaches espeei .1 value to 
the fact th a t spongy iron tiltra-ioa “ is ab­ 
solute fatal to bacteria and th eir germ s,” 
and he considers it would be “ an invalu­ 
able boon to tbe m etropolis if all w ater 
supplied from th e Tnam es and Lea were 
subm itted to this treatm en t in default of a 
new supply from unim peachable sources. 


W h y S h o u l d N o t W o m en W h i s t l e ? 
If the m ere act of w nistling can help ana 
cheer a man so much, why should it be de­ 
nied to a woman? If w histling wili drive 
away the blues and be company for a lone­ 
some person, surely women have much 
more need of 
its 
services than 
their 
brothers, for to them come m any more 
such occasions than to men. 
There are 
many who have not th e gift of song. W hy 
should they not wiiistle as they rock the 
cradle or perform their household duties, 
or accompany them selves on th efflan o ? 
B ut there is a physical or hygienic advant­ 
age in w histling which should excuse it 
against all the canons of propriety or 
“ good form .” 
I t is often rem arked th at 
the average girl is so narrow -chested, and 
in th at respect com pates so unfavorably 
w ith her brother. 
M ay this not be due in 
some measure to the habit of w histling 
which every boy acquires as soon as he a r­ 
rives at the dignity of pants, and girls sel­ 
dom do ? 
L et any one try for five m inutes 
the inhaling and exhaling of the breath as 
it occurs in the act of w histling, and the 
effect on the lungs and chest cannot fail to 
be noticed. 
A daily practice of this kind 
would be of more benefit than all the 
patent inspirators and ciiest-expanders in 
the m arket.

A r 'TAL suggestion is made by a New York con- 
temp.irary. It is that instead of reducing postage 
to two cents per half ounce it should be three cents 
cr ounce. So many letters come just on the turn 
Of the scale that thousands of unnecessary stamps 
re daily used, and .thousands of letters arc sent 
«fitU insufficient postage. 


When Charles Kemble, at that time one 
of the proprietors of Drury Lane Theater, 
was examined before the Parliamentary 
Committee charged with inquiring into the 
tendencies of the theatrical monopolies 
which had existed in England for so long 
a period, he was asked what would be 
the probable result of abolishing the 
‘•patent” theaters, and throwing the 
theatrical business open to everyone. He 
replied that the great companies of good 
actors would be broken np and dispersed, 
and there would no loDger exist establish­ 
ments sufficiently important to maintain 
any large body of them : that the best 
plays would no longer hod adequate repre­ 
sentation in any but a few of the principal 
parts ; that the character of the plays pro­ 
duced would be lowered ; that the school 
of line and careful acting would be lost; 
that no play of Shakespeare’s could be 
properly put on the stage ; and that the 
profession and the public would alike 
suffer from the change. Of course Charles 
Kemble was interested in the maintenance 
of the old monopoly, and therefore his pre­ 
dictions were not regarded at the time. 
But whatever may be said in justification 
of the abolition of the patent theaters, it is 
a noteworthy fact that every one of the 
veteran actor’s prophecies has already been 
fulfilled. 
Writing half a century after­ 
ward», we find a distinguished dramatic 
critic, the late George Henry Lewes, 
saying : “ Tr.e present condition of the 
“ English drama is deplored by all lovers 
“ of the art. * * * \ \ e haVe many 
“ theaters nightly crowded by an eager but 
“ uncritical public, and no one theater in 
“ which a critical public can hope to enjoy 
“ a tolerable performance.” And what­ 
ever is said of the drama in England ap­ 
plies with the same force to the drama in 
America. 
We have never had patent theaters here, 
but our stage has undergone the same de­ 
cline and deterioration as that of England, 
and from causes which are analogous. The 
absolute freedom of competition in the 
theatrical profession has produced ef­ 
fects precisely such as would follow the 
removal of the conditions and restrictions 
from the practice of medicine. The stage, 
that is to say, is deluged with charlatans, 
who are ignorant of the great art of 
acting, and who seek to make up in course 
impudence, or brutal indecency, for their 
unfitness. And this is the natural conse­ 
quence of the foolish theory that histrionic 
ability comes by nature, and requires no 
education. If we were to abolish all our 
schools and colleges, or all but the ele­ 
mentary departments, and adopt the theory 
that it was only necessary, after teaching 
children to read and wite, to turn them 
into public libraries, and leave them 
there, we should be pursuing a course 
no whit 
more 
irrational than has 
been followed with regard to the 
profession of 
acting. 
The truth is 
that acting is a great, though almost a 
lost art, and that it can only be mastered 
by prolonged and laborious study under 
competent instruction. 
To-day there is 
but one dramatic school in the world, and 
that is the Theatre Francais at Paris. 
And the excellence of that theater is 
explained by the fact that it is almost’a 
close corporation, under government super­ 
vision, and managed with unique strictness. 
It has fostered dramatic talent, and pro­ 
duced a long succession of fine actors and 
actresses; a list with which no other 
theater or country can compare. 
Even the Theater Francais Jh o we ver, has 
declined of late years. It cannot contin­ 
ually hold out against the dsmoralizlng in­ 
fluence of the tendencies ly which it is 
surrounded. But the history of the stage, 
as illustrated in the old English theaters, 
and in the Francais, show* conclusively 
that there must not only be a echool of 
acting, but that there is also needed that 
homogeneity which can only be attained 
where a company has leaned to play to­ 
gether for a long time. Twenty years ago 
there was some good acting in this country, 
and on the Pacific Coast. That wa3 the 
time of the old stock companies, the mem­ 
bers of which had often been together 
for several years. But the vicious starnng 
system has not only broken up the stock 
companies, but utterly ruined the presenta­ 
tion of the drama. Every play in which a 
so-called •* star ” appears is ¿«formed. One 
part is thrust into unnaturally strong re­ 
lief, and alt the others are slurred. 
What 
is still worse is that the so-called stars are 
in nine cases out of ten actors and ac­ 
tresses of middling abilities, whose proper 
place would be in modest positions in a 
stock company. 
These mediocre per- 
formere, however, assume the attitude of 
people of talent, and, traveling about with 
a paicel of sticks for support, degrade the 
drama wberevei they go. 
The public does not seem to know the 
difference between good and bad acting 
any more. Tnis is to be expected, for the 
stage is a school iu which audiences as 
well as actors learn, and the stage has for 


eo many years been teaching corrupt doc­ 
trine that the public have become thor­ 
oughly demoralized. It now prefers the 
most vulgar and meretricious display. It 
tolerates a school of acting in which the 
characters appear only as pegs whereon to 
hang showy dresses. It delights in cemic 
opera of the French kind. It applauds 
fustian and rant, and thinks it proof of 
genius. All this should have been ex­ 
pected, however, for in the absence of 
education ignorance will prevail. And 
what is more it is quite useless to expect 
any improvement in the drama until both 
the profession and the public learn to un­ 
derstand that the stage demands patient 
and persistent training, and that whatever 
is deserving cf approval iu acting must be 
the result of artistic development. Lewes 
has observed that “ people generally over- 
“ rate a fine actor's genius, and underrate 
“ his trained skill. They are apt to credit 
“ him with a power of intellectual concep- 
“ tion and poetic creation to which he has 
“ really a very slight claim, and fail to 
“ recognize all the difficulties which his 
“ artistic training has enabled him to 
“ master.” A natural corollary’ of this 
common fallacy is the idea that no special 
training or special physique is necessary 
to make an actor. Thousands of young 
people think they could be actors if they 
tried. They could as easily play the violin 
by mere force of will. 
But while such fallacies prevail, and 
while so low a standard of taste exists, the 
drama will continue to decline, supposing 
it possible for it to go much lower than it 
is at present. We have sometimes thought 
that enr of our rich meo, in bcqneathing a 
portion of his wealth so as to benefit his 


fellows, would do well to endow a Dra­ 
matic College, under snch conditions as 
would render it a useful tender to the 
stage. 
Perhaps the endowment of a 
theater, after the style of the Francais, 
would be still better. But certainly there 
is great present need of some help to the 
recovery of that school and art of really 
fine acting which is well nigh lost, and which 
every year now seems to be burying 
deeper under the dreary loid of vulgarity 
and flippancy which has taken po3sesBicn 
of the stage. The drama can and ought 
to be instructive as well as amusing. To 
witness really fine acting is distinctly bene­ 
ficial to the mind. It is an art study, a 
lesson iu refinement and intellectual sub­ 
tlety. But so far as any usefulness is con­ 
cerned, the drama of the present day is 
very little superior to the old Miracle 
Plays which pleased our coarse ancestors 
three hundred years ago. A movement 
fur the reform of the drama at this time is 
called for, and it is one of those reforms 
which the profession itself could do much 
to set on foot. 


A COMMERCIAL PROPHEKY. 
We are in possession of information to 
the tff.-ct that A. D. Starr & Co., proprie­ 
tors of the Starr flouring mills at Seuth 
Vallejo, have succeeded in organizing a 
company, with ample capital, which will 
proceed immediately to erect flouring mills 
of unusual capacity at a point on Car- 
quinez straits, near Benicia. The exact 
location has already been selected. The 
proposition is to put up mills second in all 
respects to none in the world, and in size 
excepting only the mills at Minneapolis. 
These works will, therefore, be the largest 
weat of the Rocky Mountains, and the 
capacity for production will be something 
enormous. While the establishment of so 
great a manufacturing industry is in itself 
a gratifying indication, there are in it sug­ 
gestions that go beyond it. These point 
with what may be deemed commercial cer­ 
tainty to the region immediately about the 
Straits of Carquintz as the center of a great 
population at uo very distant day, subsist­ 
ing almost wholly upon wholesome manu­ 
facturing industries located there. 
Toe 
motive that leads the capitalists of the Starr 
Company to locate at that point will oper­ 
ate with like effect in other cases. The 
situation itself is geographically favorable 
for its becoming the chief entrepot for the 
products of northern and central Califor­ 
nia, regions which we have always held 
that, possessing the advantages of soil and 
climate, will make them the most popu­ 
lous and productive of all the agricultural 
districts of the State. The true relation of 
ship to rail is more clearly defined by the 
situation at Carquinez Straits than at any 
other point, probably’, upon the coast, as 
we have heretofore shown. To the advan­ 
tages of a safe harbor for ships of greatest 
draught, is added close proximity to the most 
productive regions of the State, the great 
grain-growing valleys, and with which the 
port is connected by systems of railways that 
are well nigh perfect as to their courses in 
the valleys and their transcontinental con­ 
nections. One of the vital factors in all 
manufacturing schemes is the cost of re­ 
ceipt of material and discharge of product. 
This cost of handling, undoubtedly as 
much as anything else, influenced the ac­ 
tion of the company at fir3t named. The 
tonnage handling question is almost out of 
consideration at Benicia and South Vallejo 
and like points, for the cost involved is re­ 
duced to a minimum not possible at San 
Francisco. The product of the farm arriv­ 
ing by rail from out the Sacramento sod 
the San Joaquin valleys is capable of de­ 
livery, without intermediate handling, 
directly at the ttouriDg-niill, machine-shop 
or other factory standing at the very edge 
of deep tide-water ; and after conversion 
may be discharged directly upon ship or 
car for its distant market, and both these 
transfers be made- without an appreciable 
tax upon the article for handling. As illus­ 
trative of a diametrically opposite situa­ 
tion, a case is stated of a given amount of 
tonnage which recently came from a south­ 
ern point by rail to San Francisco, destined 
for an interior point north of the latter place. 
The cost of transfer from the dock of the 
first transportation line to the dock of the 
second at San Francisco exceeded the en­ 
tire freight charged between the points of 
departure and destination. Unquestion­ 
ably drayage is a cost tax upon manufact­ 
uring industries iu that city that gives to 
outside competitors an undeniable and 
powerful advantage. This and other fac­ 
tors enter into the syllogism, the demon­ 
stration of which will be found in the 
steady growth and final development into 
great marts of the shipping points in the 
Straits of Carquinez. The inevitable in 
commerce is always indicated in its ap­ 
proach by signs that cannot be mistaken, 
and no human device can avert it. The 
inevitable for Carquinez Straits plainly 
points to the conclusion we have outlined. 


WEIGHTS AND MEASURES. 
One of the proposed laws the next Leg­ 
islature will be called upon to consider 
will be a Code amendment relative to 
weights and measures. The present law 
is a dead letter. Consumers find it next 
to impossible to buy, for instance, a cord 
of wood fot the price of a cord ; a pound 
of butter for the price of a pound ; and bo 
on through a long list. In many States 
of the Union sales of such articles are reg- 
nlated as to weight and measure, and must 
bear the mark of a Register of Weights 
and Measures. It remains to be seen if an 
economical and jnst system can and wiil 
be applied in California for assuring to the 
consumer the vaiue of his money, at least 
so far as the quantity bargained for is con­ 
cerned. Householders who keep any ac­ 
count of the outgo for living expenses are 
all aware that they pay a heavy tax for 
shortage on nearly all the fuel they pur­ 
chase, and in an aggregate of years this 
amounts to a sum that would pay for 
many a modest home. The seller of house­ 
hold supplies must understand that a 
proper regulative system will in the end 
inure as much to his interest as to that of 
the consumer, for if he sells short in weight 
or measure he may rest assured that he 
suffers iu like manner in his purchases. 
The whole system of shortage in quantity 
is one of dishonesty, and should be made 
an otfense before the law. 


Killis HUMBERTS SPEECH. 
The King of Italy opened his Parliament 
with a very well-worded and pacific and 
practical speech. It was pacific save in one 
particular. It referred to the necessity 
of army and navy reorganization in terms 
which hinted at possible future employ­ 


ment for both of them. And it is no doubt 
the case that Italy is becoming restless and 
uneasy, and disposed to be quarrelsome, 
now that she begins to feel her own 
strength. It is one of the most unfortunate 
consequences of maintaining powerful fleets 
aud armies, that a necessity always seems 
to arise, of finding something for them to 
do. 
Such costly machinery cannot be 
maintained in idleness continually, and 
then, too, whatever power feels strong is 
always tempted to stand more and more 
upon its dignity, and &b it were to trail its 
coat, after the fashion of an Irishman at 
Dunnybrook Fair. Yet Italy has abundant 
work before her at home, and King Hum­ 
bert has not failed to point out the princi­ 
pal needs of the time. She has to build up 
her young commerce, to improve her agri­ 
culture, to reform her educational system, 
to pat the masses in a fair way to secure 
enlightenment. 
Foreign wars would be 
most mischievous for her at present. For 
the next fifty years she ought to isolate 
herself, if necessary, rather than become 
entangled in any foreign difficulty. Thus 
far her Government has skillfully avoided 
such difficulties, though the Tunis affair 
proved a dangerous temptation. It re­ 
mains to be seen whether the same pru­ 
dence will continae to characterize her 
policy.

A TASTE Of MEXICaa COMMERCE. 
A restaurateur of this city happens to be 
the pioneer, in an experimental way, iu 
what proves to be a trade of much import­ 
ance for California with her sister State on 
the south, Mexico. Californians have here­ 
tofore been placed at a disadvantage in ca­ 
tering to the quite universal taste for that 
palatable bivalve the oyster. Various ex­ 
pedients have been resorted to from time 
to time by dealers to furnish our people 
with that shell-fish, as found in its 
perfection in the Chesapeake. All the 
methods adopted, however, have beeu 
at heavy cost, and have made the 
Eastern oyster more or less a luxury here. 
For a time direct shipments were success­ 
ful; but as the novelty wore off, the edge 
of appetite was dulled by the heavy tax- 
necessary for its gratification. Then came 
the transplanting system, and this met 
with a large measure of success, until 
recently an advance in prices has made 
even the “ plant ” a luxury not often to be 
indulged in, and has led to the renewal of 
shipments of Baltimore oysters in her- 
metrically-sealed cans packed in ice. But 
under this latter plan the lover of the 
toothsome food loses something of the 
original flavor of the bivalves, aud cannot 
enjoy them upon the conventional “ half- 
“ shell.” The completion of railway lines 
southward has recently brought the cities 
of this State into direct and daily commu­ 
nication with northern Mexico, and notably 
with the port of Guaymasonthe Gulf of Cali­ 
fornia. At that point and in that vicinity 
are beds of oysters supposed to be practi­ 
cally inexhaustible. The Guaymas oyster 
is distinctly superior in quality to the 
large-shelled Mexican oyster that a few 
years ago was sought to be introduced into 
this market, being brought to the State by 
the steamship lines. That article, while 
remarkably large and very fat, had a slight 
taste of copper—besides it was found that 
the water transit was too lengthened to 
insure the arrival of a cargo in prime con­ 
dition, and this risk added so greatly to 
the cost that the shipments soon ceased. 
The oyster from the Gulf of California, 
however, though smaller, is uxors deli­ 
cate in texture, 
and it bears a 
closer resemblance in quality to the 
best found on the Atlantic coast 
than any yet taken on the Pacific. The 
opening of the railway line to Guaymas 
suggested the practicability of bringing the 
Gulf oyster here in the shell, and the 
dealer indicated made the experiment dur­ 
ing the current week with success. A 
goodly-sized box of the desirable mollusk, 
without any extra packing or ice, arrived 
here in perfect condition, and the shells 
were found, in their unusual depth, to con­ 
tain enough of liquor for the oyster to feed 
upon for a week or more. The taking of 
the oysters at Guaymas is effected so 
cheaply that they sell tnere at the nominal 
figure of 25 cents per hundred, and it is 
probable that an active demand wili so en­ 
large the industry as to lower that 
price under the stimulus of compe­ 
tition. The sample lots brought here 
have 
involved 
an 
expenditure 
of 
-Sfl per 100 pounds, and each 100 pounds 
averages 300 oysters, so that the Guaymas 
oyster, on its experimental introduction, 
costs the purchaser two and a quarter 
cents. But it is certain that the transpor­ 
tation charge by car lots will be much less, 
and that the opening of an oyster trade 
with Guaymas will bring about a schedule 
of rates that will place the article in San 
Francisco and Sacramento at a reasonable 
figure. AiY hile such a trade may serve two 
purposes, to break up ruling prices and 
gratify epicurean tastes, it is also signifi­ 
cant of the new relation we bear to the 
northern States of Mexico, and which must, 
in the nature of things, result in an inter­ 
national commerce by land transit of great 
importance. As Sonora, Chihuahua and 
Sinaloa find in California a market for their 
products, our manufacturers, producers 
and merchants will find a profitable return 
trade. In short the oyster as one of the 
pioneers of new trade for California, will 
be entitled to the distinction of calling at­ 
tention forcibly to the possibilities the new 
railway lines southward open to us. 


OFFICERS AND GENTLEMEN, 
The Judge-Advocate-General has decided 
that officers of the army who will not pay 
their debts cannot be arraigned under the 
Articles of War for conduct unbecoming 
officers and gentlemen. This is a decision 
which we presume will be received with 
relief in certain army quarters, but it is a 
singulai decision. Of course the question 
what constitutes "conduct unbecoming an 
“ officer and a gentleman ” is a broad one, 
and naturally covers, or can be made to 
cover, a great deal of ground. It is also 
true that in some countries officers in the 
army have habitually been disposed to dis­ 
sipation and the incurring of debt. But 
would the Judge-Advocate-General be pre­ 
pared to say that the line of conduct com­ 
plained of is peculiarly becoming in an 
officer and a gentleman ? A gentleman is 
supposed to be, among other necessary 
qualifications, a just man. He certainly 
cannot be a cheat, a swindler, a habitual 
liar, a promise-hreaker. 
Yet it would 
stem impossible for an officer to be in the 
position of a man who will not pay his 
debts, without being liable to some if not 
all of these charges. Fer the man who re­ 
fuses to pay his debts must be assumed to 


ne would. 
De capable of paying them 
Or if he is not capable of paying them, 
then he mast have contracted obligations 
while knowing at the time that he conld 
not meet them ; and that is not honest. In 
fact it is quite impossible to reconcile any 
theory of gentlemanrhood with the case of 
a man who refuses to pay his debts. Such 
a man may be an officer, but he cannot be 
a gentleman ; and if his conduct is not 
“ unbecoming an officer and a gentlemao,” 
then there is no meaning in language and 
no significance in deeds. 


APPARENTLY CRUEL. 
The account of the examination of Emma 
Bond, the poor girl who was the victim of 
so dreadful an outrage in Illinois last sum­ 
mer, seems to show what can only be char­ 
acterized as great cruelty on the part of 
the Court. Mi9S Bond has been lying 
dangerously ill ever since the outrage, and 
after having been given ov< r, slowly im­ 
proved in health, though continuing to be 
subject to severe spasmodic attacks. Wnen 
she was placed on the stand it seems that 
she sufiered one of these attacks, but the 
examination was pressed, and notwithstand­ 
ing that she had three similar seizures during 
the afternoon, only the apparent prospect 
of her death put an end to her examina­ 
tion. 
If this account of the matter is cor­ 
rect the Judge who permitted the witness 
to be subjected to so prolonged an examina­ 
tion, in so precarious a physical conditiou, 
deserves the most severe reprobation. It 
may yet prove that this excitement and 
mental torture have taken from the 
poor young woman her one chance of re­ 
covery.

THE FORTIFICaT ONS OF PARIS. 
A recent dispatch appeared to be to the 
effect that the Municipality of Paris had 
voted for the removal of the fortifications 
which encircle the city. We should say 
that there must be some error about this 
statement. The Municipality of Paris has 
no jurisdiction over the fortifications, and 
therefore would not be likely to take a 
vote on the irrelevant question of removing 
them. The Government and Parliament 
would certainly not listen to any such pro­ 
position, for immense sums have been ex­ 
pended since the close of the war with 
Germany in repairing, improving and ex­ 
tending the external defenses of the capi­ 
tal. In fact, it is difficult to comprehend 
the drift of the telegraphic statement re­ 
ferred to.

Last week mention was made of the ap­ 
pearance of several very fine displays cf 
aurora borealis. The same phenomenon has 
been witnessed again this week, and was par­ 
ticularly brilliant on Monday morning. Ser­ 
geant Barwick, of the Signal Service Depart­ 
ment, who has been a spectator of the 
numerous displays of this kind of late, has 
prepared the following for the K ecord- 
U nion : 
The aurora on Monday morning, the 20.li 
inst,, was quite a prttty sight to those per­ 
sons who had never seen one. People who 
had lived or visited iu tbe regions of the great 
fresh water lakes of the world, viz., Superior, 
Michigan, Huron, E li and Ontario, 
wonld not consider it to have been any com­ 
parison to the auroras that are almost con­ 
stantly seen during the fall in such grandeur 
and imposing magnificence in that part of the 
Uuited States. To see these northern electric 
lights in their beauty, soul-inspiring, ana 
panoramic changes of color, shape and size, 
both azimuth and altitudinal, one needs to 
visit in the autumnal season that part 
of the temperate zme in North America 
which gives a good conauctiug mr drain 
in 
the 
shape 
of 
high 
electric 
tension, increasing moisture, and where rapid 
alterations i f temperature predominate. 
“ lhe study,” says Professor Cleveland Abne, 
of Washington, D. C., “ of the aurora of 
April 7, 1874, tends to remove it from among 
the cosmic and to bring it among the atmos­ 
pheric phenomena.” 
The torms which the aurora asiumes are 
very varied, and of extraordinary beauty. 
Commonly, streams of light are seen shooting 
up from the northern horizon. Tneae streams 
are frequently observed in the northern re­ 
gions to meet together in the zenith and pro­ 
duce an appearance as if a vast tent wee ex­ 
panded iu the great celestial vault, glittering 
with gold, silver, rubies, sapphires, emeralds 
and diamonds, dimming by their brilliancy 
the scintillations and ceaseless twinklings ot 
the (;.o us) little stars that bedeck the ucfath- 
omaoie firmament, forever found tliating over 
our superstitious and egotistical heads, show­ 
ing how the lews of nature have distributed 
her eighis of grandeur and beauty. 
Iu the torrid and temperate zones the 
pleasiDg, attractive and ever-changing scenes 
of nature are principally shown upon the 
earth in her carpet of greeu, studded with 
fruits, grains, grasses and other farinaceous 
foods for man and beast. On the other hand, 
when we reach the forever frozen frigid zones, 
we find silence reigns almost supreme, and 
covers earth, hay and sea with mountains 
of frozen water. The only sight left to cheer 
and awe one, with its unbounded magnificence, 
is the undescribable auroral display that 
dances higti in the heavens, while the eur, 
wh n nearly over our heads in summer, ap­ 
pears to the cheerful resident of that frigid 
region as a large ball of molten gold, fl :ating 
along the horizon, and for months not visible. 
Iu that most inhospitable region electric or 
auroral lights shine for days and nights, and 
lends its ever chancing scenes of color, shape 
and size to cheer t :e silent scenes of nature 
where the sun was not seen to rise. This 
knowledge teaches us to believe that the au­ 
rora must be electricity, for it atlects very 
much the magnetic needle. Professor Loomis, 
iu speaking of the 
DISTURBANCE OF THE MAGNETIC NEEDLE, 
Says: “ The aurora is ordinarily accotr- 
panied by a considerable distúrbanos of the 
magnetic needle, and the effect increases 
wttn the brilliancy and the extent of tie au­ 
rora. Auroral beams cause a disturbance of 
the needle, particularly when the beams 
themselves are ia active motion. Auroral 
waves or flashes, particularly if they extend 
to the zenith, cause a violent agitation of the 
needle, consisting of an irregular oscillation 
on each side of its mean po-ition. These ex­ 
traordinary deflections of the needle prevail 
almost simultaneously over a large portion of 
the globe, even where the aurora itself ia not 
visible. Daring the great auroral display of 
September 2. 1809, the disturbances of the 
magnetic m e ’ie were very remarkable 
throughout North America, Europe and 
Northern Asia, as well as in New Holland. 
At Toronto the deflection of the needle 
changed 3 45' in half an hour. The inclina­ 
tion was observed to change 2° 49' when the 
needle passed beyond tho limits ot the scale, 
so that its entire range was unknown. Ac 
several observations in Europe still more re­ 
markable disturbances were recorded. 
“ Thesecular inequality in the frequency cf 
aurora» indicates the influence nf distant oe- 
I ’stial bodies upon the electricity of our glo* e. 
The periods of auroras observe laws which 
are similar to those of two other phenomena, 
viz , the mean diurnal variation of the mag­ 
netic needle, and the frequency of biack spots 
upon the sun’s surface, 
“ The magnetic needle has a small diurnal 
variation, the north end moving a little to tbe 
east in the morning, aud toward the west 
about the middle of the day. The mean 
daily change of th-- needle not only varies 
with the li cdity, hut also varies from one 
year to another at the same iccality, and 
these variations present a very decided ap­ 
pearance of periodicity. At Prague the mean 
daily change of the needle in 1838 was 12 
minutes, from which lime the range dimin­ 
ished steadily to 1S44 whi n it was only C 
minutes, from which time it. ircreasea to 
1848, when it amounted to 11 minutes, the in­ 
terval from one maximum to another being 
a little more than ten years. Observations 
made at other places, aud extending back 
nearly a century, indicate a maximum in the 
range of the maguetic needle every ten or 
eleven years, but the successive maxima 
are not equal to each other. They exhibit 
variations which indicate a periodicity, tbe 
greatest valuta occurring at intervals ot fr.,m 
fifty to sixty years. 
“ The relative frequency of the solar spots 
exhibits a similar periodicity, and the maxi­ 
mum number of spots corresponds with the 
maximum vaiue of the magnetic variation. 
These three phenomena, the solar spots, the 
mean daily range of the magnetic needle, and 
the frequency of auroras, exhibit two distinct 
period.»—one a period of from ten to twelve 
years, the other a period of from fifty-eight 
to sixty years. The first of these periods 
corresponds to one revolution of Jupiter, and 
the other period corresponds to five revolu 
tisns of Jupiter, or two of Saturn, and we can 
scarcely doubt that the above-mentioned 
phenomena depend upon the movement of 
these plai ets. Observad ns have also indi­ 
cated subordinate fluctuations, which are 
probably due to the action of Venus. We 
do not Know how the planets exert an in­ 
fluence upon the sun’s surface, but we may 
suppose that there are circulating round the 
sun powerful electric currents,'which may 
possibly be the source of the sun’s light. 
Tnese currents may act upon the planets] 
developing in them electric currents, and the 
currents circulating round the planets may 
react upon the solar currents, with a force 
varying with their distances and rela­ 
tive position, exhibiting periods corre- 
Bpunding to the times of revolutioDS 
of the, planets. 
These disturbances 
of the solar curreuts may be one cause of tbe 
solar spots, and an nnusual disturbance of the 
solar currents may cause a disturbance of the 
currents of the earth’s surface, giving rise to 
unusual displays of the aurora. 
CIRCULATION OF ELECTRICITY ABOUT THE 
EARTH. 
"The vapor which rises from the ocean in all 
latitudes, but most abundantly in the equa- 
toriai regions of the earth, carries into the 
upper regions of the atmosphere a consider­ 
able quantity of positive electricity, while the 
negative electricity remains in the earth. 
This positive electricity, after risiDg nearly 
vertically wi h the ascending currents of the 
atm’ sphere, would be conveyed toward either 
pole by the upper currents of the atmosphere. 
“ 1’he earth and the the rarificd air ot the 
upper atmosphere may be regarded as form- 
tng the two conduc ing plates of a condenser 
which are separated by an insulated stratum! 
viz : the lower portion of tho atmosphere’ 
Ihe two opposite electricities must then be 
condensed by their mutual influence, espj- 
drily in the Polar regions, where they ap­ 
proach nearest together, and whenever their 
tension reaches a certain limit there will be 
discharges from one conductor to the other. 
\Vaen the air is htimid (moist) it be­ 
comes a partial conductor, and conveys 
a portion of the electricity of the 
atmosphere to the earth. On account of tn- 
jow conducting power of the air, the neutral 
izitinu of the opposite electricitje s would not 
1) effected instantaneously, but by successive 
discharges, more or less continuously, and va- 
rtAble in ioteosity. These di- charges >houid 
frequently occur simultaneously at the two 
poles, since the electric tensiou of the earth 
should be nearly the same at each pole. Tee 
geographical distribution of auroras tiepeuf’e 
cbitfiy upoa tt.e relative intensity of the 
earth’s magnetism in different latitnd ?. Ac­ 
cording to experiments with artificial mag­ 
nets, the electric light tends tof .rm a r.ng 
around the pole, and at some distance from 
it The electric light should, therefore, he

LOCAL INTELLIGENT. 
M ebchasts Abbested.—There is an or­ 
dinance in this city passed by the Board of 
CJity Trustees July 17, 1877, which reads as 
fellosvB : " I t shall be unlawful fur any per­ 
son or persons, fitm or corporation, without 
the permission of the Board of Trustees first 
obtained, to store, permit the storage, or keep 
within the corporate limits of the city of Sac­ 
ramento, in any one building or on any one 
lot, any petroleum, or the refined products 
thereof, in larger quantity than 500 gallons, 
to be always kept in metal cans or in iron 
tanks.” The pen illy attached for the viola­ 
tion of the ordinance is "atine of not more 
than $100 or imprisonment in the d:y prison 
not to exceed ten days." Complaints have 
been made that the ordinance was being vio­ 
lated oy a number of persons, it being seated 
that in some ; laces there were over 12 000 
gallons stored in a single bu'lding. Yoster 
day afternoon Chief of Police Matt. K ircher 
arrested the folljwing named persons'and 
charged them with a violation of the or fi­ 
nance : J. C. Harvey, sgant, and 1). M. 
Blank, bookkeeper of the Continental Oil 
Company: E. H. Forester, of Si.fidd 
& 
Tevis; J. 
Steffens and L. Tozer, 
of Whittier, Fuller & Co. The parties 
were released on tiling a 8100-bond each. The 
dealers in oil contend that the ordinance i. 
uncalled for, as the oil, when stored in cue», 
is not -pecially hazardous. They cite instances 
of where buildings have been burned over large 
quantities of oil and the oiiatterward removed 
from the debris and marketed. A test was 
given on Front street Thursday last by cue 
of the companies, for the purpose of con­ 
vincing the public that the oil was not 
specially dangerous in case of a fire. A large 
number of citizens were pre eat, and pro­ 
nounced the test as very satisfactory.

N ew Y ork, November 18. 1882. 
In regard to the present influx of amusements, it is almost nceiless to detail 
the fresh scores in professional success made by either Modjaska, Salvini, 
Nihson or Patti. They had already attained the highest rung ia the ladders of 
their respective professions, and only successes were to be expected of them ; 
and that they have not disappointed iu their mobt recent engagements is by no 
means surprising. But for Mrs. Langtry the case was different. A new and a 
trying ordeal was before her in her introduction to tbe American public, 
especially iu a professional role ; and that she was to be as variously judged as 
there were persons to judge, was to be looked for. To say that she has not dis­ 
appointed in her reputation for beauty, is saying foi her quite as much as say­ 
ing that she lias, in a great measure, agreeably disappointed in her professional 
efforts. While theie are many conflicting opinions, aud various shades of 
opinion in regard to her physical loveliness, it has been conceded that she is an 
unusually attractive woman—a concession which Lab been rather unwillingly 
wrung from an American audience; while it is agreed that her beauty con­ 
sists rather in an indescribable grace of air aud bearing, ia an unconscious 
charm of manner and amiability of deportment, than in mere faultlesssness ot 
features or complexional tinting. And if no more, upon more intimate ac­ 
quaintance, can be said, this is much—surely enough, on the sub j set of mere 
physical comeliness, to satisfy or to gratify tbe most exacting of women. Of 
her acting ? It is agreed that, while she m ly have much yet to learn in the profes­ 
sional role, she has, in a great measure, mastered the technicalities of the stage, 
and displays a worthy amount of dramatic adaptability, if not genius in the 
dramatic art. Her personation, Hester Graz brook, is regarded as a fair, if not 
a finished rendition of a complex and difficult character; while there is 
naturally felt some curiosity as to how she will delineate the arcb, 
delightful, brilliant, mercurial and difficult character of Shakespeare’s hercine, 
in "As You L’ke It.” On the whole, indeed, the public may be said to be non­ 
committal in estimating either the beauty or the accomplishments of Mrs. Lang­ 
try ; and some of us are inclined to think that this non-committal spirit is as 
much the result ot cowardice os a disposition neither to praise too highly nor 
to condemn too unreservedly. Of the reflsctive influence of Mrs. Langtry’s 
presence, a noticeable indication has form iu the more careful toilets that are 
mw to be sein at the theater. 
It has come to pass iu New York that the 
toilet for the theater íb now considered almost as much as the toilet for the 
opera ; and while the full dress of the private box at tbe opera has not yet ap­ 
peared in tbe temples of tbe histrionic art, there is much more than former care 
bestowed upon the dress now worn at the theater. For the purpose, thus far, 
only the street costume is tolerated, while in this any amount of richness is ad­ 
missible; and much thought is given to the w-rap and to the head-dress. The 
wrap which just now figures most notably ia toilets worn at the theater ia the 
velvet or the plush jacket—this, worn overa chamois-skiu jacket, being suffi­ 
ciently warm, while not forming a cumbrous covering, or interfering, by volu­ 
minousness, with a neighbor’s comfort or rights. Handsome dtmi-saison 
dolman», however, are not infrequent in our theaters, and there ia a sensible 
sprinkling of India shawls, and a few—more or less prononce—opera cloaks. 
On the subject of the head-dre3S, respect for those who may be in the rear, 
as well as common sense, has come to the rescue. In consequence, large hats 
and bonnets have been condemned, and ladies now supply themselves 
with a capote, which is intended to do the common service of 
a head-dress 
for 
places 
of 
amusement 
and 
for 
the 
visiting 
toilet. Many of these little bonnets are still made of jetted, white and col­ 
ored crystal crowns and lace brims, with more recent fancy for the crown of 
crochet in gold or silver cord, or of basket-woven narrow gold braid or mili­ 
tary lace, and the brim of velvet. In some models the velvet is puffed on 
the brim, and in some the brim is finished with a roll covered with basket- 
weaving of chenille or of narrow velvet ribbon. Other models of the capote 
are made wholly of the novelty laces—these covering the bonnet-frame in 
close pii8ses or knife plaitings—the pliases turned up from the base of the 
crown and applied in consecutive rows to the edge of the brim. In all in­ 
stances the capote is very simply trimmed. We have seen charming little 
bonnets, trimmed only with the necessary strings of velvet or of Ottoman 
ribbon, and the head of an owl, a stuffed bird of medium size, or a little 
tuft of short curling ostrich-tips, posed high on the left side. Recently, how­ 
ever, the inclination seems to be for rather more pretentious garniture ; os­ 
trich-tips have been exchanged for two plumes—the longer reaching from the 
left side over the top and drooping down the right side of the bonnet, while 
the shorter overlaps the quill of the longer and droops over the left side; 
and a small bouquet of fluwers is the approved trimming for capotes made 
of plaited lace—the strings of the lac8 bonnets being usually a scarf formed 
of the lace. This simple little head-dress, a handsome skirt and a Bilk-plush 
or a velvet jacket, cors'.itute one of the most approved of the toilets now 
seen at p’acss of fashionable amusement; and the jacket, with a large hat or 
a poke bonnet to match, is perhaps more frequently seen on the street than 
other dtess for young la-lies. 
Matrons affect the dolman as the Btreet wrap; aDd while many of the recent 
cloaks are sumptuous almost beyond comparison ^^h tboBe of former seasons, 
the majority of ladies are content with less extravagant wraps, and simply- 
trimmed cloth cloaks are ia greater demand than the rich creations of satin, 
velvet and plush brocada. But of cloaks, more to come. Matrors more gen­ 
erally affect the smaller, rather than the larger shapes in bonnets, though the 
head dress is rather in accordance with the occasion of the toilet than after 
arbitrary dictation. Indoors ladies of luxurious habits wear very elegant 
matinees or tea-gowne (new names for our old acquaintance, *heroltcde chambre), 
though much more frequently the house-dre-s is the simplest street-dress com­ 
plemented by a dainty little apron, which serves at ence for breakfast and sew­ 
ing wear. The most recent sewing-aprons to which our attention has been 
directed are of French mull or cambric, enriched with naedle-work. The apron 
is formed of a central and side-gora, hollowed out to fit the waist, set to a belt, 
and completed by a bib. This is merely pinred on each side of the bosom, or it 
is furnished with shoulder-straps which are united to the belt at the back. In­ 
stead of the 8¡de-pockets of the past, tbe bottom of the apron is overlaid by a 
piece hollowed out in two side-scaliops at the top; this piece attached in the 
center by a line of stitching, and forming of itself two side-pcckets, as recepta­ 
cles for the scissors, the thimble, sewing-cotton, etc. The piece attached, as in 
several aprons shown us, was made the foundation for a rich design of 
embroidery, while an exquisite finish to the apron appeared in a flit of satin 
ribbon, in rose-color, ciel-blne, or pale old-gold, set at the head and in the cen­ 
ter of the piece which forms the pockets, with a small piece each side cf the bib. 
This pattern of a sewing and house-keeper’s apron was pleasingly copied in 
croBS-barred muslin, trimmed with Hamburg edging; in plain French mull 
trimmed with a lace-edged plisse, and in solid pink and blue gingham, trimmed 
with Hamburg edging, or with narrow refills of the gingham. 
With the spron in the breakfast toilet, a dainty little breakfast csd is th e 
rule. There are pretty breakfast caps of embroidered mull, with a border of 
Oriental lace, trimmed with satin ribbon to m»tch the ribbon that trims the 
apron ; while a satisfactory complement to the anron appears in a cap made 
of an embroidered handkerchief trimmed with ribbon, the kerchief being used 
so as moit effectively to display tbe corners. Young ladies as well as matrons 
now wear the-e dainty breakfast, cans; while middle-aged matrons and 
dowsgers have caps mad» of dotted-sillc tulle, with borders formed of crepe- 
j:ss“ or tu!1e ruobing, «-'to trimming of white, nr of colored satin ribbon an 
inch wide, assisted in some instance» by a small bouquet i f double violets, Mies 
of the va’I-y or other small blossoms. The style of the French nurse’s cap is 
that in which the breakfast cap i» most fr*qu ntly to be seen, though this head­ 
dress is sometimes merely a little lacr-'rimmei triangle, on w:rich is posed a 
cluster-bow of raw-satin ribbon. We shall have something to say about dresses 
in our next letter.

for promoting the systemetic training of 
nurses for the sick. Its resources are now

Last year tweuty-five 
ladies completed their training at its school 
and received appointments. 
Thirty-two 
others still remain as pupils. The salaries 
of matrons or superintendents of nurses 
who have received this training ar.. de­ 
clared in some cases to be as high as £150 
and C200 per annum. 
iYrhaps the greatest contrast in English 
society as compared with American is thac 
in the former a woman’s importance grows 
with years, whereas in the latter it de­ 
clines. At a large English country house 
some difficulty arose as to making room for 
all the guests expected at dinner. “ Why, 
let these girls (indicating two pretty young 
ladies) take their dinner at luncheon time,” 
said an old peeress, “ and come down to 
the drawing room in, the evening. We 
don’t want young girls at dinner ; we want 
good talkers.” This old lady was a famous 
London diuner-giver, and loved “ a feast 
of reason and a flow cf soul.” Lady Salis­ 
bury, who stands at the head of the great so­ 
ciety leaders in London to-day, is 57 ; Lidy 
Derby about the same age, and many others 
conspicuous as agreeable entertainers at the 
same period of life could be cited. Bat 
here, even now, ladies of such an age seem 
to deem themselves shelved. It is a great 
pity. A woman of 50 has knowltdue and 
«xperieuce, which, if she be naturally in­ 
telligent, can scarcely fail to miKe her so­ 
ciety congenial to men of sense whether 
they are young or old. It is often re­ 
marked by clever young fellows that their 
pleasant hours at London balls are spent 
rather in talking to agreeable mothers than 
in dancing with their daughters. Nothing 
cou’d improve society here more than a de­ 
termination on the part of ladies of mature 
age to keep well to the front and assert 
themselves. 
Although the typical Frenchwoman is 
not a person of deep character, she is a 
systematic and serious worker. Her spirit 
of independence, her comparative freedom 
from that timidity which is often repre­ 
sented as a beautiful weakness of her sex, 
have enabled her to conquer much of the 
ground that belongs traditionally to man, 
simply by qualifying herself to compete 
with him industrially and intellectually in 
a multitude of ways. She likes tc be seif- 
reliant, and to feel that iu case of need she 
can do battle with the world. She seldom 
marries for love, but nevertheless becomes 
an excellent wife and mother, while the 
interest she takes in her husband's work 
and her desire to help him for the common 
good throw into bold relief the strongest side 
of her character. If he is a doctor, she will 
make out his bills for him ; if a tradesman, 
she will look after the accounts and preside 
over the till; whatever his occupation, she 
will iend him a helping hand. It will be 
correctly surmised that we are speaking of 
the / '/i-yeoisc—the all-powerful woman in 
France. 
The extremes of luxury and 
poverty have the effect of so modifying the 
salient points of a nation’s character that 
in investigations of this kind it is always 
better to choose one’s types from the great 
middle class. W hat we wish to lay stress 
on is the fact that ths Frenchwoman, al­ 
though extremely emotional at times, in 
the ordinary business of life looks at 
nothin:: through a romantic and senti­ 
mental medium. Life to her is a matter- 
of-fact affair, and she treats it as such. 


CARE OF THE HORSE. 
“ You ask me to tell you some of the 
a!alterations and substitutions that are 
made by some dishonest and unscrupulous 
diuggi8ts,” said Mr. MalcomBon, a retired 
pharmacist, yesterday, “ and I might, 
Yankee like, ask you to tell me some that 
they don’t make. There is nothing within 
the range of human knowledge in the way 
of drugs that cannot be adulterated, and 
there is scarcely a drug that has not a sub­ 
stitute that will defy anything but a prac­ 
tical eye or the test of a chemical analysis. 
Under the present system of carrying on 
the business there is nothing like a iair 
competition. The fact is that chemical 
science has taken such mighty strides that 
the art of substituting is now as familiar 
to certain grades of druggists as the sim­ 
plest formulas in the books. These, I 
nope and believe, are few and far between, 
and yet there are enough of them to 
injure the trade and the reputation 
o! 
honest dealere, and 
to 
perplex 
and worry the physicians. AmoDg a cer­ 
tain class of people, not the very poor es­ 
pecially, there is a rage for cheapness, of 
which the charlatans of the drug trade 
have not been slow to take advantage. 
W ith these people, to be well served is to 
ba cheaply served, and they go home 
chuckling to themselvts when they have 
saved a penny or two, never thinking that 
perhaps their search alter economy would 
result eventually in a loss both.of money 
and health. Sometimes, just before I re­ 
tired from business, a man would come 
into my office and ask, ‘ W nat w uid you 
fill this bottle with laudauum for ?’ ‘ Sev­ 
enty-five cents,’ I would answer. ‘Oh. I 
can get it tilled for 35 cents.’ I never 
argue 1 the point, but let him get his lau­ 
danum as cheaply as he could. All I knew 
was that I could not sell it for that price. 
Probably he got it of less than half 
strength. 
STORES TO AVOID. 
“ My experience of drug stores leads me 
to believe that those which are always Sell­ 
ing out and changing hands had better be 
avoided. The odds are that their stocks 
are never complete, and that their ability 
to fill even ordinary prescriptions is far be­ 
low par. You remember Sawyer, late 
Noceraorf, in the ‘Pickwick Papers,’ don’t 
you, and the rows of empty drawers with 
their gilt labels ? Well, there are some of 
’Hat sort, I have no doubt, in this city. 
Youug men, fresh from the schools of 
pharmacy, want to start in life for them­ 
selves, and most generally begin on a cap­ 
ital ludicrously disproportioned to their 
wants. A drug store is not like the gro­ 
cery. It needs finer and more elaborate 
fittings, and thus by the time the yonng 
man has made his shop presentable, his 
money is so nearly exhaused that he can 
buy little or no stock. He is dealing 
mostly with ignorant people, and easily 
seeing he can impose upon i hem, he does it 
persistently, and soon becomes au adept Id 
adulteration and substitution. Meanwhile 
the honest druggist in the same neighbor­ 
hood suffers. To put up good drugs he 
must charge good prices. But he lives iu 
spite of his cheaper fellow-tradesman, for 
somehow the people sooner or later dis­ 
cover that he sells what they call for. 
Then the ambitious but cheap young drug­ 
gist puts hia shutters up and decamps. 
COMMON ADULTERATIONS. 
“ Once in a while one feels like taking 
a bottle of citrate of magnesia, and it is a 
good thing if one buys it at the right 
place. But it is not pleasant to know that 
some of the druggists make it out of 
epsom salts, which can be bought for a 
mere trifle. The process is a very simple 
ene. 
They dissolve the salts in water, 
add a little citric acid to give the neces­ 
sary sour taste, and throw in the bicar­ 
bonate of potassium to produce efferves­ 
cence. Tnere you are ? a prime article of 
magnesia ; and I wid venture to S3y that 
this decoction is daily palmed off on the 
public by men who would disdain to pick 
your pocket. I don’t know that there is 
any tremendous profit in this preparation, 
for most of those who use it get it from 
druggists of established reputation ; but I 
am certain that it is quite extensively 
made. 
SODA-WATER STRUTS. 
“ One of the commonest and mo3t profit­ 
able of the tricks practiced by the drug­ 
gists is the manufacture of Bo-called fruit 
syrups from acids. Vanilla you will gen­ 
erally find pretty pure, for it is hard to 
imitate, and raspberry, strawberry, pine­ 
apple and lemon are also generally pure, 
although citric acid makes a very good imi­ 
tation of lemon syrup. 
Ginger is also 
genuine, possibly because it is cheaper to 
use the root than to imitate its peculiar 
pungency. Orgeat and nectar are two of 
the most popular syrups, and yet it is safe 
to say that in the majority of instances 
they are made, not from the kernel of the 
bitter and sweet almond, as they should 
be, but from the oil of almond, which con­ 
tains a considerable infusion of prussic or 
hydrocyanic acid. 
I do not say these 
syrups are highly injurious—in fact I do 
not think they are—I only mention them 
to show the ease with which flavors are 
imitated. 
“ Fineapp’.e, banana, pear, apple, straw ­ 
berry and raspberry syrups can be very 
readily made from the artificial fruit 
essence, which is composed of a combina­ 
tion of fusil oil, sulphuric acid and acetate 
of potash. By varying his proportions, 
the clever manipulator produces (¿he syrup 
he requires, and so skillful has he become 
that he can at will give his syrup the flavor 
of the bergamot or jargonelle pear, the 
sweet tasta of the strawberry or the slight 
and peculiar acid of the pineapple. There 
is, in fact, no end to his ingenuity.” 
a n o c u l is t’s e x p e r ie n c e . 
“ Digitalis, made from the foxglove,” 
said an oculist, “ is used as a heart seda­ 
tive, bnt instead of making it by infusion 
of the leaves of the plant, in which the 
full power and freshness of the remedy are 
preserved, some druggists make it from 
the extract. This is sometimes, however, 
the fault of the patieut, who dislikes to 
wait for the hour or more that the making 
of the infusion requires. When I have to 
prescribe podopbyllin (the resin of the May 
apple), which is used as a cathartic as well 
as a liver stimulant. I air. ays write for an 
eighth of a gram it I know that the patient 
patronizes a first-class druggist. If, on the 
other band, I kDow that he gets his drugs 


1. Never allow anyone to tease or tickle 
your horse in the stable. The animal only 
leeU the torment and does not uuderstaud 
the joke. Vicious habits are thus easily 
brought on. 
2. Never beat the horse when in the stable. 
Nothing so soon makes him permanently 
vicious. 
3. Let the horse’s litter be dry and clean 
underneath as well as on top, Standing on 
dot, fermenting rnanuie m akes the doo:« soft 
and brings on latoenecs. 
4. Change the litter partially in some parts 
and entirely iu ethers every morning, aad 
brush and e;ean out the stall thoroughly. 
5. To procnte a good coat on your horse 
naturally, use plenty of tubbing and brush­ 
ing. Plenty of “ elbow grease” ipjus the 
poies, softem the skin ana promotes the ani­ 
mal’s general health. 
G. Neve/ clean a horse in his stible. The 
dust fouls ihe crib and makes him loathe nis 
food.7. Usa the currycomb lightly. When used 
roughly it is a souice of great pain. 
8. Let the heels be well brushed out every 
night. Dirt, if allowed to cake in, cause» 
grease and Bore heels. 
‘J. Whenever a horse is washed, never leave 
him till he is rubbed quite dry. He will 
probable get a chill if neglected. " 
10. W tea a horse comes off a journey the 
firs; thing is to walk him about till ho ia cool, 
if lie is brought iu hot. This pre vents his 
taking cold. 
11. The next thing is to groom him quite 
dry, fitot with a wi-p of straw, and then with 
a brush. This removes dust, dirt and sweat, 
and allows time for the stomach to recover 
it.-» If and the appetite to return. 
12. Ais» fit his legs be well rubbed by the 
hand. Nothing so soon removes q etraio. It 
also detects thorns or splinters, soothes the 
animal and enables bits to feed comfortably. 
13 Let the horse have some exercise every 
jay : otherwise he will be liable to fever or 
bad feet. 
14. Let your horse stand looie, if possible, 
without being tied up to the manger. Pain 
and weariness from a confined p sition induce 
bad habits and cauee swollen feet and other 
di-orders. 
15. Look often at the animal’s feet and 
legs. Dieease or wounds in those parts, if at 
all neglected, soon become dangerous. 
10. Eveiy night look and see if there is any 
stone.between the hoof and shoe. Standing 
on it all night, the horse wid be lame next 
morning. 
17. It the horse remaiua in the stable his 
feet must be “ stopped.” Heat and dryness 
cause cracked hoofs aad lameness. 
18. The feet should not be "stopped” 
oftener than twice a week. It will make the 
hoofs soft and bring on corns. 
19. Do not urge the animal to drink water 
which he refuses. It is probably hard aud 
unwholesome. 
20. Never allow drugs to be adndnistered 
to your horse without your knowledge. Tney 
are not needed to keep the animal iu Ledtli, 
and may do the greatest and most sudden 
mischief.

A L i t t l e P o.m fkii.— A mo»t important 
discovery has just been made in tbe neigh­ 
borhood of Poitiers, in France, where an 
entire Gallo-Roman town has been un­ 
earthed. It contains a temple 114 yards 
in length by 70 yards in breadtn, baths 
occupying two hectares, a theater, the 
stage of which alone measures 90 yards ; 
streets, houses and other building, covering 
a space of nearly seven hectares, or about 
17 acres. The excavations are being con­ 
tinued with further success, disclosing 
more edifices, sculpture in the very best 
style and in good preservation—dating, it 
is thought, from the second century—and 
a quantity of iron, bronze and earthen arti­ 
cles.

The powder of po 
dophyllin is less expensive than the resin, 
and is not so tff dive, and is often substi­ 
tuted for it. Chlorine water, which is 
largely used, should have a strong odor, 
but it is often served without any odor at 
all. It should always be fre»h, and I am 
careful in prescribing it to know» who the 
druggist is who puts it up. More than 
once I have prescribed boraoic acid as an 
astringent, but I have found it to expand 
the pupil like atropia. I do not know 
what was substituted for it in these cases. 
I believe many druggists look upon borax 
as a good substitute for boracio aoid.” 
Dr. Oioar H. Allis said he had no doubt 
that there was some substitution and adult­ 
eration of drugs among dealers in certain 
portions of the city, especially in those 
where the people were forced by poverty 
to consult economy. In his practice, how­ 
ever, he had never chanced to meet with 
any snch oases. This he attributed to the 
fact that he had no squeamishuess with re­ 
gard to advising his patients as to the 
proper place at which to have .their pre­ 
scriptions filled. He never recommended 
any special drugnist, bnt always made it a 
point to see that the patieut went to a re­ 
sponsible and trustworthy dealer.

B a k e d 
M u s h ro o m s — The mushrooms 
were nicely prepared, and part of their 
gills scraped away so as to make them 
somewhat hollow*; this mushroom ma­ 
terial is mixed either with some sausage 
meat or with a concoction cf iniuced 
tongue or ham, and a few bread-crumbs 
and blitter. 
Eich mushroom is tilled with 
this stutling and gently cooked in the oven 
in a covered dish with a little piece of but­ 
ter. 
W hilst cooking, small 
circles of 
toast, well buttered, are prepared, and a 
mushroom neatly placed on each. 
They 
are eerved on a hot dish and are excellent. 
My cook says the mushrooms are best 
cooked first alone, and then ti led with the 
sausage mixture, also heated by itself, but 
this gan be tried. 
The idea is Parisian, 
and can be experimented with.

V a n i l l a J u m b le s .—One cup of butter, 
two of sugar, three eggs, one wineglass of 
wine, one spoonful of vanilla, and flour 
enough to roll out.

F o r C l e a n in g W a l l p a p e r . —If paper 
is light-colored, and such is again coming 
into fashion, take whiting upon an old 
piece of muslin or linen and rub the paper 
thoroughly, then with another piece of 
muslin, wipe the paper until free from 
whiting which has adhered. 
In this way 
a very soiled wall paper can be made to 
look almost new. 
Grease spots of any 
k*nd can be entirely removed by rubbing 
them two or more times with a bit of soft 
muslin dipped in benzine. 


T h a n k s g iv in g 
P l u m 
P u d d i n g — One- 
half pound of beef suet (chopped fine), 
Btoned raisins, currants nnd flour, quarter 
pound brown sugar, teacup milk, four eggs 
one wine-glass grape or currant juice, one 
ounce each candied citron and lemou ueel, 
one grated nutmeg and tablespoon cinna­ 
mon. 
Beat all together, first flouring the 
fruit and pour into a well buttered dish and 
bake one and a half hours. 
Cover one 
ounce of Co iper’s isinglass with cold water, 
place a slight weight upon it to prevent its 
floating, and let it so3k two hours. 
Line 
molds with thin strips of sponge cake, 
Bticking edges together with white of egg *, 
if liked the strips may be from both the 
outside and inside of the cake, arranged in 
alternate bands of yellow and brown 
Place one pint of milk over boiling water, 
when at boiling poiut and add the beaten 
yolks of four eggs and six tablespoons 
sugar ; take the isinglass from water and lay 
in this custai d and cook till thickened. Put 
aside to cool, adding one teaspoon vanilla. 
W hip one quart of cream in a deep bowl, 
laying the froth ou the shallow side of 
4eWe. 
R eturn to the bowl the cream that 
m-i drained from the seive aud whip as 
much of it as possible ; what cannot be 
whipped add to custard, which when cold 
beat very thoroughly with the whipped 
cream, and pour in the mold and place on 
ice. 


K it c h e n N o t e s.—W hen eggs arescarce 
and high, use a tablespoonful of corn starch 
for each egg required and try the effects, 
W ash pantry shelves with hot alum aud 
water to rid them of ants, water bugs and 
other troublesome insects. 
Zinc can be 
brightened by rubbing it with kerosene 
oil, but it is much better to have it painted 
as this will save much labor. 
Stoves 
blackened when entirely cold will keep the 
clean look a great deal longer than when 
they are polished when the stove is warm. 
Hominy chips are good tor breakfast. Cut 
cold hominy in nice, even strips, half au 
inch thick, dip them in flour and fry deli­ 
cately brown. 
A leg of lamb, from which 
the center has been cut for one dinner, may 
be presentable for a second, by filling the 
vacant space with nicely mashed 
and 
seasoned potato, so shaped that the leg 
appears whole again. It should be browned 
slightly in a quick oven, basting with a 
little batter. 
C a k e o r F r u it S a n d w ic h e s .— Cake or 
fruit sandwiches are made thus : Four 
eggs, their weight in flour, sugar and but 
te r ; warm the butter and beat it to a 
cream, then stir the flour and sugar into it 
gradually, beat up the eggs and stir them 
in. 
Beat the cake well for half an hour 
and bake in a rather quick oven. 
If for 
Bandwiches slice the cake in half and put 
preserves between. 
O range P u d d in g .—Peel and cut fine six 
oranges ; sprinkle a very little sugar over 
them ; make a steamed custard of one pint 
of milk, one tafclespoonfnl of corn stafch, 
the yolks of three eggs, one-half cup sugar 
and pinch of salt; when cool, pour over 
the oranges. 
Beat the whites to a froth 
adding a tablespoonful pulverized sugar, 
pour over the custard aud then set in the 
oven five minutes to brown. 
To be eaten 
cold. 


S a g o P u d d i n g —One quart sweet milk, 
four eggs, four tablespoonfuls of sago, one 
cup of sugar. 
Cover the sago with water 
aud soak over night, till it looks clear, then 
beat eggs, sago and sugar together ; add 
the milk and enough grated nutmeg to 
taste. 
Bake or steam. 
If you wish frost­ 
ing, beat white of an egg and Bugar 
spread over the top and set in the oven for 
a few minutes. 
The same recipe is good it 
made of tapioca. 
S o u t h e r n F r u i t - C a k e — S ix eg g s b e a te n 
separately, seven cups of flour, three and 
oue-half caps of sugar, two cups of butter­ 
milk, one aud one-half cups of butter, two 
teaspoonfuls of soda, one teaepoonful of 
cloves, two tea8Doonfuls of cinnamon, two 
teaspoonfula of allspice, one teaspoonful of 
coriander seed, two nutmegs grated, one 
pound of raisins, one-half pound of cur­ 
rants, one pound of figs, dried, one pound 
of dates, one pound of prunes, one-half 
pound of citron, one-third pound of candied 
orange peel, grated rind of two lemons 
and juice, and one tumbler of brandy. 
TniNTr S t e a k s .— Did Colonel Sellers, 
in any of his turnip rhapsodies, ever give 
us any directions for turnip steaks and 
rashers? 
"R ounds” of tnrnip are easy 
for the cook who loves to fry things and 
will boil turnips whole and leave them to 
cool. 
A sweet turnip develops more sweet­ 
ness in its quickly brown crust by frying. 
The pearly white of the W hite Egg or the 
orange yellow of the Yellow Globe, or any 
good, firm, tender-fleshed Swede makes a 
beautiful as well as palatable breakfast 
dish, with or without pork, beef or mutton. 
W e never see turnip frys at the restau­ 
rants, but that is no reason why we never 
should. 
W hat we don’t see and want we 
must ask for. 
A rasher or steak of tnrnip 
should be cut about three-eighths of an 
inch thick for the griddle.

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The IriiJt Canadian gives an interesting 
aceonnt of a visit to a Trappist monastery 
in Kentucky, half-way between Lebanon 
Junction and Covington, at Gethsemane. 
The surrounding country is dreary to the 
last degree. 
W ith the exception of the 
railway station there is not another house 
within miles. 
A colored 
boy of 
14 
eating peanuts was the only being visible 
at the station. 
“ I asked him if I could 
see 
the Btation master, whereupon he 
quickly told me that he was that function­ 
ary. 
He didn’t stop eating the peanuts. 
I asked him if I could get some one to show 
me tne way to the monastery, 
He pointed 
to a lot of sorry steeds, ready saddled, aud 
said, * Take one and let the hoss go by his- 
self and you is all right,’ and so it proved. 
The road was of the wildest and destitute 
of all human habitations. 
At length the 
convent came in view. 
As I approached 
it I came to an archway all covered with 
flowers, the flrst sign of life I had seen 
BÍnce I left the railroad, and thence for 
about a quarter of a mile I passed down a 
delightful walk bordered by the most 
exquisite and fra,.”-ant flowers.” 
He then 
passed through three gate?, each guarded by 
a venerable janitor—it reads like the Mys­ 
teries of Udolpho—and on reaching the 
third told a very venerable custodian that 
he should like to see the monastery. 
He 
now found himself in a lovely garden full 
of splendid fruit aud brilliant flowers ; in 
the center rose a colossal statue of the 
Virgin, out of a little forest of fragrant 
roses. Passing through this Eden, the door 
of th6 monastery itself was gained. 
He 
was shown into the parlor, and the abbot 
was summoned. * A monk presently ap­ 
peared clad in white. 
A large wooden 
cross was in his belt, to which wa9 attached 
a cord which went Jaround his neck. 
He 
had a wooden ring on his finger. He proved, 
to the visitor's surprise, to be the abbot. 
He was a foreigner, had very brusque man­ 
ners, talked very quick, aud seemed ex­ 
tremely well posted ou both American and 
European politics. 
He gave the impression 
of an exceedingly clever man. 
When he 
left, the prior, a very handsome young 
Englishman, came to show the visitor his 
room. 
On the way to it he noticed ar­ 
morial bearings over several doors. 
Tne 
prior explained that there were in the con­ 
vent several noblemen from Europe, who, 
while not wishing to be monks, desired 
deep seclusion. 
The bedroom and supper 
were of tne very plainest. 
A number of 
colored farm hand* w*ere at the table. 
“ We were waited upon by two waiters, 
and on the edge of their snow-white aprons 
were the words, * Hotel Gethseman. 
I 
felt very much like asking whether their 
hotel w as conducted on the European plan.” 
No one 8poke a word. 
Ail lights were out 
at 7:30. 
At 2 A M. the visitor repaired 
to the chapel. 
To bis chagrin there was 
no instrumental music, aud the voices 
were those of worn-out men. 
“ I remained 
until tí. 
As I Bat listening I thought of 
what buried hopes and crushed ambitions 
must sometimes lie beneath a Trappiat’s 
cowl.” At 8 they breakfasted, and by a 
special favor he, albeit a ProtestaDt, was 
allowed to go through the house. 
The lay 
brothers wear brown, the priests white. 
The monks were laughing, smiling and 
making signs, speech being strictly for­ 
bidden. 
Nearly all were middle-aged, a 
few very old. 
For nine months they live 
on one meal a day ; for three on two, and 
they seem to thrive on this regimen. 
He 
was struck with the whiteness of their 
teeth. 
Butteri, eggs and meat are only 
allowed in sickness. 
Their life is one pro­ 
tracted mortification, and they are as 
déad to the world as though in their graves. 


It is proposed in Chicago to introduce 
text-book on good behavi t into the public 
schools. 
One can’c help thinking what an 
excellent thing it would have been if that 
idea had entered the minds of the last 
generation of Chicagoans.

Ila u .e o f Common». 
London, November 24th.—In »he House 
of Commons this 
afternoon, 
Treveiyav, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, said that since 
Anrnst l»«t all ctniss of the Irith World and 
Irish Nation which arrived in Ire,and had 
been seized, but ths atnnpage of the circula­ 
tion i f those papers in England was unceces- 
eary. 
Yorke 
moved an adjiurnment of the 
House, in order to discuss the conduct of the 
Government in regard to the KUmainhanu 
affair. The oppositi >n, Con crvativa and 
Irish member» rute in snppoit. f the motion, 
and their action was greeted w'.tk laughter 
and cheers. 
Yorka then sp, ke in eunport of his motion. 
Gladstone replied to Yorke. 
He said the 
undeserved praise of his friends was counter­ 
acted by the continual accusations of Lord 
Randolph Churchill and Mr. Yorke, but it 
required much sharper weapons and heavier 
blows than Yorke could wield to arouse his 
anger. He complained that those who made 
the accusations about the Kilmainham treaty 
had not brought them to the test at the 
proper time. He repudiated at large that 
his will was law to the Liberal party, and de­ 
clared that nothing had passed from the Gov­ 
ernment to I’arneil, who neither asked nor 
knew anything from the Government in re­ 
gard to hi3 coming release, or any measure 
intended by the Government, except wbat he 
might have gathered from the newspaper. 
There was no negotiation, promise or engage­ 
ment. 
Lord Randolph Churchill declared that the 
House was not a wnit wiser after Gladstone’s 
speech. 
Yorke’s motion for adjournment was nega­ 
tived. 
Yorke was repeatedly interrupted by the 
Liberals rising to Doints of order, but the 
Speaker ruled that Yorke was in order. The 
scene at times was very lively. The eleventh 
and twelfth, the last two of the procedure 
rules, were carried to-night.

The health of Right Hon. Hugh C. Child­ 
ers, the War Secretary, has broken down, 
and he has been ordered to go abroad.

that Sallullet, the 
French traveler, h»d faken possession of the 
Ray of T .jjorsh caused surprise in Govern­ 
ment circles here, as Tajoorah beiongs to 
Egypt.

The little 
brown eyes of the boy opened pretty big, 
and bis face sobered down from its laugh, 
and he said :

W e knew it was, but how should a four- 
year-old sleepy baby, that couldn’t under­ 
stand German, tell that the lady was the 
big man’s mother, and we asked him how 
he knew, and he said ; 
“ Oh, the big man was so kind to her." 
The big man hustled out, we gave the 
rocking chair to the little old mother, and 
presently the man came in with a baggage­ 
man, and to him be spoke English. 
He 
said : 
“ This is my mother, and she does not 
speak English. 
She is going to Iowa, and 
I have got to go back on the next train, 
but I want you to attend to her baggage, 
and see her on the right train, the rear car, 
with a good seat near the center, and tell 
the conductor she’s my mother. 
Aud here 
is a dollar for you, and I will do as much 
for your mother some tim e.” 
The baggage man grasped the dollar with 
one hand, and grasped the big man’s hand 
with the other, and looked at the little 
German with an expression that showed 
that he had a mother, toe. and we almost 
know the old lady was well treated. 
Then 
we put the sleeping raind-rcader on a bench 
and went out on the plat'orm and got ac­ 
quainted with the big German, and he 
talked of horse-trading, buying and selling 
aud everything tb at showed be was a live 
business man, ready for any speculation, 
fiom buying a yearling colt to a crop of 
hops or barley, acd that hie life w as a busy 
one, and at times full of hard work, dis­ 
appointment, hard roads ; but with all of 
this hnrry and excitement lie was kind to 
his mother, and we loved him just a little, 
and when, after a few minutes’ talk about 
business, he said, “ You must excuse me ; 
I must go in the depot and see if my mother 
wants anything,” we felt like taking his 
fat, red hand and kissing it.

love of the mother is the same íd any lan­ 
guage, and it is good in all languages.—

A 
SOVELIST’S 
METHOD 
OF WORK. 


If Mr. William Black were an Irishman 
I should feel inclined to pay tribute to his 
nationality by saying tbat he is most at 
home when he is o u t; which is au easy way 
of saying it, all the same. 
It ia difficult to 
say where he is most at home—on the 
deck of a yacht in the northern seas ; 
tramping the cliffs at Brighton ; studying 
character in tbe United States and astron­ 
omy in E g y p t; brooding over a favorite 
landscape in an artist’s s udio ; talking 
politics at tbe Reform Club ; or doing the 
nouors of Pastou House. 
I have seen him 
under most of these conditions, and have 
always found him the same pleasant, sym­ 
pathetic companion, the same thoughtful, 
unostentatious, quick-witted gentleman. 
Tightly built, lithe of limb, strong in the 
arm, capable of great physical endurance, 
the novelist is nevertheless below the me­ 
dium hight. 
Short black hair, a thick 
brown m utt ache, a dark hazel eye, a firm 
nauth, a square forehead, Black gives you 
the idea of compact strength—a small par­ 
cel, so to speak, well packed. 
You migbt 
soouer take him for au artillery officer who 
had seen service, a yachtsman, or a man 
who spent most of his life in out-doon 
sports and pastimes, than set him down as 
au author, and particularly- as a novelist. 
Black might pass for a member of any 
profession except the clerical, or for an or­ 
dinary gentleman of the time, until you 
come to know him well enough to talk to 
him familiarly, and then you would find, 
as you always do in men who have made a 
mark on the current history of the times, 
iu whatever direction, something extraor­ 
dinary in his talk and his appearance. 
You would first be impressed with the 
bead like brightness of his eye, and its 
steadfastness ; aud then you would proba­ 
bly be struck with the fact, if you were 
traveling with him, that every bit of nat­ 
ural phenomena going on around him is au 
object of constant interest with him ; that 
he knows the names of the birds you see, 
aud their habits ; if you are at a sea-port, 
that he knows every class of craft, and the 
uame of every-rope in its rigging; if you 
are talking of art, or literature, or politics, 
that he has strong, well-formed opinions, 
and that he is perfectly frank aud open in 
expressing them ; and, moreover, if you 
do not waut to talk, he can be as silent as 
an oyster. 
It is in these moments of quiet that 
Black is busiest. 
His Muse is reflective. 
She indulges in long periods of incubation. 
At these 
times 
the novelist is 
pos­ 
sessed not by one spirit, but by many, by 
spirits b'oth good and evil ; and not only by 
spirits, but by plots, and not only by plots, 
but by words and sentences. 
“ M y method of work,” he says, in 
answer to my inquiries, “ is, I think, a 
pernicious one, ana I should be sorry to 
have it mentioned if it were to lead any 
youug aspirants for literary fame to adopt 
it. 
Every man has his own way of work­ 
ing, and mine, I repeat, is moat objection­ 
able, aud a way I warn any young man to 
avoid. 
From now until October in every 
year I write nothing, hardly put pen to 
paper except in the way of a private let­ 
ter or to make an occasional note. 
B at I 
am at work on my next novel. 
I put it 
into complete shape, even to the very con­ 
struction of some of my sentences. 
I often 
keep these iu my nnnd for two and three 
months. 
I am thus always ahead of my 
writing to the last. 
Of course the method 
has the advantage—you can ‘ work in * any 
incidents or circumstances occurring in the 
interval that may suit you, and you get 
familiar with your characters ; 
they be­ 
come, as it were, part of your family, part 
of your daily life, which to me seems the 
awful part of the business ; working ia this 
way you have your story continually on 
your mental shoulders, a Sindbad’s Old 
Man of the Sea.” 
We are at the novelist’s chambers over­ 
looking the Thames Embankment. 
It is 
April. 
The afternoon is warm, the atmos­ 
phere gray. 
Sitting with his back to the 
window-, my host turns now and then as if 
to let his thoughts wander down the river 
with the vessels that pass to and fro—now 
a lumbering barge, now a penny steamer, 
now a tug towing along a sort ot aquatic 
procession. 
“ Do you make a summary or precis of 
jo u r story before you begin to w rite?” 
“ Not on paper.” 
“ Do you make notes of scenery, locali­ 
ties, atmospheric effects ? ’ 
“ V a t often very elaborate and careful 
notes, « id especially in regard to atmos­ 
pheric surroundings. 
If one does not cor­ 
rectly and completely frame a character or 
au incident, with all the circumstances of 
the time aud place, one gets only a blurred 
page. 
For example, one may say. ‘ It was 
a beautiful day,’ 
But wr.ai kind of a 
beautiful day ? 
It must be described so 
that the picture shall be truthful and 
finished. 
Every human being in real life 
has a background, and must have in a 
novel if the story is to appear real to the 
reader.” 
“ There is nothing more charming in 
fiction or in essay-writing,” I feel impelled 
to add, “ than the artistic use of natural 
effects in the illustration of character, aud 
thedevelopmentand cxhihitionof incidents, 
tragic or otherwise ; the pathos that may 
belong to a gray morning or an evening 
mist, when woven in with a sad thought 
or a tender episode, must have often 
touched you who are so great a student of 
Nature’s 
moods.”— [Joseph Hatton, in 
Harper’s.

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LADIES’ DIARIES, 1782- 18S2. 


Many of the diaries kept by “ society” 
ladies one hundred years ago, and printed 
for the delectation of nineteenth-century 
readers, may not be very brilliant literarj- 
effnrts, but they admirably serve to sbow 
how simple and unassuming were the lives 
of “ quality fu’k ” in ancient times.

talk is used only by the few who are con­ 
tinually seeking for better fields, and are 
never content w ith present prospects.

The great Comstock, notwithstanding the 
cry of dull times, gives employment to 
1,000 men ; and yet the people there de­ 
cry the times and declare the entire lode 
has gone to the dogB. 
Eureka is prosper­ 
ous, and while its people say it is dull, it is 
employing nearly as many m»n as it ever 
did ; its bullion output is greater. 
The 
old Ward district has had new life infused 
into it «and is again on the up grade ; while 
Cherry Creek and the camp9 in White 
Pine county are each and all working 
many men, developing a vast country. 
It is slow, to be sure, but these things 
are not accomplished in a day. 
In the old 
Pioche district there is atill much work 
being done. 
Tuaearora is experiencing its 
second life. 
llecent developments and 
good management have made it what it is, 
aod if nothing goes wrong it bids fair to 
l»e one of the big camps of the State. 
In 
the southwestern part of the State—Lan­ 
der, Nye and Esmeralda—the country is 
virgin yet to a great degree, and another 
year wiil prove more generally what it a 
worth. 
A‘nng the line ot the Carson and 
Colorado Railroad much prospecting is 
beipg done, and of the many men at work 
some arc sure to make discoveries. 
W ith 
so much to encourage it, it is not the truth 
to say that the mining interests of Nevada 
are declining, for such is not the case aside 
from the fact that the great bonanzas of 
the Comstock are not yielding as they did 
six or eight years ago.”
